The Message was laid upon the table, and is as follows: 
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Gentlemen of the Senate : 
and of the House of Representatives: 


Assembled as you now are, as the representatives of the peo- 
ple, you cannot fail to observe, in the circumstances which sur- 
round you, increased cause of gratitude and reverence to that 
Supreme Being, who presides over the destinies of Nations. 

The two past years have been signalized by unnumbered 
blessings and benefits. The labor of the husbandman has been 
crowned with abundance, whilst fair and remunerating prices 
have been received for the rich productions of his fields; our 
commerce has been greatly increased, and our domestic intus- 


try of every variety has flourished in the most remarkable de- - 


gree. Tranquility and good order have been maintained, and the 
supremacy of our laws acknowledged throughout all our bor- 


ders. 

In the full enjoyment of these blessings, to which may be add- 
ed that of almost uninterrupted good health, the people of Ten- 
nessee have been steadily advancing in knowledge, in virtue, 
and indeed in all the elements of national greatness. It must be 
a pleasing duty to serve such a people, and a delightful task to 
add any thing valuable to the legislation of such a noble State. 

When the reports of the various branches or departments of the 
State Government shall have been made to you, I doubt not that 
you will find, that all the duties of them have been performed 
with a promptitude and fidelity in perfect harmony with the 
other Pleasing circumstances under which you have assembled. 

The benevolent institutions of the State, (the Lunatic Asylum, 
and those for the education of the Blind, the Deaf, and the Dumb) 
will be found to have realized, in a good degree, the expectations 
of the public. They will, however, continue to appeal to the no- 
blest sympathies of our nature for still further advancement and 
promotion. 

The sale of the Lunatic Asylum and its location in the coun- 
try, for reasons which will be communicated in another form, 
have not been effected; and I recommend a reconsideration and 
amendment of the law directing its sale. During the past two 


years, I have many reasons to believe, that the institution has. 


been well and faithfully managed, especially the female depart- 
ment of it, which has been superintended by a lady of singular 
energy, skill and ability for such a station. 

From the Penitentiary, I anticipate a very satisfactory report 
toyou. The convictsgenerally have been in the enjoyment 01 g0 
health, and have manifested no spirit of rebellion or disobedience. 
The Keeper, his deputy and the other officers, having great skil 
and experience in such matters, seem to have blended the stern 
rigor of discipline with all the kindness and humanity Whie 
such a situation will admit of. The greater portion of the 
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efficient labor of the convicts, has been directed to the building 
of the State Capitol, under the law directing it so to be done; a 
most beautiful edifice is slowly rising up, likely to attract the ad- 
- miration of the country and to outstrip in magnitude, conve- 

nience, durability and elegance, the capitol of any other State 
in the Union. . p oe 

I have no reason to recommend any ehange in this policy; 
nor any material ones in the details of the law on this subject. 

There is no subject upon which I desire to hold communion 
with you more freely than on that of Education aes 

Our Universities and Colleges are, in the general, meeting the 
just expectations of-their friends, Some new ones have been 
recenti established in the State, founded chiefly, if not entirely, 
on the enlightened liberality of individuals, which promise soon 
to rival their ‘older predecessors in the diffusion of a sound and 
wholesome intelligence among thepeople. Among these it may 
not be considered invidious to mention the one at Lebanon, 
whose rising reputation gives fine promise of its future useful- 
ness to the State. l 

Our county academies may also be said, in the general, to be 
doing well; but beside all these, we must have a full and com- 
plete system of common or primary schools, dispensing their bên- 
efits to all those whose means do not enable them to send off their 
children to distant seminaries of learning. l 

No system can be compared to this latter description of schools. 
They secure to the great mass of society an education, if not 
highly finished and polished, yet commensurate with the every 
day wants and necessities of the people. We should never re- 
lax our exertions on this subject until we could send the gratify- 
ing intelligence abroad, that not one native born son or daughter 
of Tennessee could be found who could not read the Scriptures 
of Divine Revelation, and likewise the laws and constitution of 
the country. How sueh a blessed and happy result is to be ob- 
tained is a question constantly addressing itself to the friends of 
education throughout the land. That Legislature which shall 
be able to answer it, in the establishment of such a system with 
adequate funds ta support it, will have well entitled themselves 
to 5 gratitude of the present, and the blessings of future gen- 
erations. i ž 1 3 

For the reasons formerly given by me to your immediate pre- 
decessors, I cannot recommend a present resort to taxation, until 
by some unequivocal expression of publicsentiment, it is made 
manifest that such a measure would be cheerfnily acquiesced 
in. However it might answer a valuable purpose, to authorize 
such: counties, whose population might be willing to do so, to 
levy and callect n school fund, for their own county purposes, to 
be applied in the same manner as the other school funds fur- 
nished by the State, and the propriety of such a Jaw is respect- 
fully submitted, both as to its constitutionality and expediency, to 
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your consideration. Such legislation should be carefully guard- 
ed both as to its amount and application: 

If but a few counties should set the example of self taxation 
for so noble an object, the beneficial effects resulting from it 
might open the way to its imitation by other counties, until public 


sentiment. although slowly and cautiously developed, might de- 


mand the measure as one of general policy, eminently calculated 
to improve the minds, and elevate the morals of the whole com- 
munity. = - j 

If, However the wisdom of your honorable bodies should find 
insurmountable objections to this limited and experimental mode 
of eliciting an expression of public opinion, I know of no better 
plan, than to husband the resources of the State Bank, And by 
establishing a sinking fund of adequate amount, finally: absorb 
our outstanding liabilities and leave the whole capital and funds 
of that institution amounting to several millions of dollars, 
as a permanent endowment of common schools. Taxation is 
therefore the immediate and direct mode of establishing the sys- 
tem, Through the agency of the bank is the more remote and 
contingent one, and the wisdom of the Legislature must decide 
between them, or devise a better one than either. 

With a mind fondly lingering over this subject, and unwilling 
to leave it, 1 beg permission to trouble you with another sugges- 
tion in aid of those already made. - 

We have no “Superintendant of Public Instruction.” The ex- 
amples of other states, and the very nature and importance of the 
subject would seem to rebuke the omission. Even if such an 
officer were of temporary appointment, with no power over the 
funds, he might be of great advantage in rousing up and direct- 
_ing the sleeping energies of our people. He should be a man 

eminent for his attainments in science, and for his devotion to 
the moral and intellectual welfare of the rising generation. He 
should commune freely with the learned and the pious of the 
land. He should visit every county in the State. He should or- 
ganize county committees of such zealous and patriotic citizens 
as might agree to visit the school districts of their respective 
counties, and by suitable appeals and lectures impart new vigor 
and energy to the present system. He should excite the acting 
school commissioners of each county to renewed exertions in rais- 
ing and increasing the present school fand by voluntary individ- 
ual subscription. In short, such a man, by traversing the State, 
addressing his fellow-citizens at suitable times and places, and 
finally reporting to the Legislature a full account of his labors, 
and the result of his best opinions, might well render a service 
to the cause of education, which would outweigh a thoueand 
fold, the $1500 or $2000 which might be paid him. It cannot be 
necessary in this conimunication to elaborate the duties and 
advantages of such an officer, and I suggest his creation, be- 
cause I earnestly desire you to do every thing—I had almost 
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said any thing—for the advancement of so great and so good a 
cause. : eb oe 

The laudable anxiety exhibited by your predecessors to foster 
and encourage internal improvements in the State, gives assu- 
rance that that subject will.. engage much of your attention. 
Through the agency of the committee (members of the Legisla- 
ture) appointed by the Legislature in 1843, and that of the com- 
missioner . at the last session, settlements have been 
made with the several internal improvement companies, by 
which all difficulties in the eee the State and the 
companies have been obviated. The solvent and insolvent com- 
panies have been ascertained. With the former nothing re- 
mains“ to be done, but to receive the dividends due the State, 
semi-annually, on the first of ey and July, whilst from the 
latter, nothing is to be expected. I therefore regard the contin- 
uance of a special agent as a mere collector of the-State’s. divi- 
dends, as an unnecessary expense, as the duty could be perfofm- 
ed by the cashier of the Bank of Tennessee, or by the- Treasurer 
of the State. The officers of all the companies from which the 
State will receive dividends, reside in or so near to Nashville 
that the payments couldbe so made without trouble or difficulty. 
The cashier or treasurer, however, should be required, to file 
statements with the comptroller exhibiting the receipts or dis 
bursements of the roads, together withthe duplicate receipts of 
the cashier or treasurerfor the inspection and approval of the in- 
ternal improvement board. The duty of collecting dividends 
during the last year has been performed by the Secretary of 
State, together with the other duties pertaining to his appoint- 
ment as commissioner, which have now ceased, for which he 
was allowed five hundred dollars as an addition to his salary, 
the continuance of which, I look upon as an unnecessary ex- 
pense, as the mere collection of dividends can be performed by 
the treasurer or cashier of the Bank without additional com- 
pensation. i 2 pÀ - 

The completion of the Georgia railroad to Chattanooga, an 
event now. soon to be expected, will constitute a new and impor- 
tant era in the commercial and agricultural history of the east- 
ern portion of our State. It unlocks the door, which for so many 
years has been closed against the profitable exchange of her min- 
eraland agricultural productions with the other States, which 
surround her. If nothing more were done, her people might well 
exult in such a vast improvement in their condition. But the 
Hiwassee Railroad, extending, as it will, the benefits of this im- 
provement to a much higher point on the Tennessee, at Knoxville 
makes the completion of the whole line a matter of intense, 
and almost vital interest to the whole. of that large and inter- 
esting portion of the State. We have now good reason to ex- 
pect the completion of this latter portion of the road. The com- 
pany has been newly organized, its old liabilities have been, to 
à considerable extent discharged, and the present excellent di- 
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rectory have exhibited a laudable determination to push forward 
the work with vigor and earnestness. 

From Knoxville if a well built MeAdamised road extending 
in the proper direction to the Virginia line, could be constructed, 
aud the principal obstructions in the Tennessee river could be 
removed to the flourishing village ot Kingsport, East Tennessee, 
reposing amid her lofty mountains, would be surpassed by no 
portion of our State in the abundant means of wealth and 
general prosperity. 

If these grand projects cannot be carried on successfully by 
individual capital and enterprise, it will devolve upon you to 
determine whether any and how much assistance cari be furnish-: | 
ed by the State. Thy: objects are of sufficient importance to en- 
gage in their behalf as fulla share of State encouragement as 
her present Habilities and means would render prudent, and to 
this extent I earnestly recommend the subject to your attention. 

In Middle Tennessee we are every day receiving the richest 
rewards from many of the improvements already made. The eye 
strikes at once on the map and traces out the many great roads 
stretching across the State, and centering at Nashville, a conve- 
nient point of the navigation of the Cumberland. So too, it 
glances along another road striking from Columbia, situated in 
the very heart ot this middle region, and terminating on the Ten- 
nessee in its northern sweep through the State. Further north 
is to be seen a fine road coming in from Kentucky, terminating 
at Clarksville, and destined to contribute largely to the prosper- 
ity of a beautiful town now rapidly improving and bidding fair 
to become one of the most important commercial places in the 
State. Still the most superficial observer cannot fail-to perceive 
the immense advantages to be derived by an extension of the 
Georgia road from Chattanooga to Nashvitle—advantages not to 
Chattanooga or Nashville alone, nor to the counties through 
which it would pass, but to almost every county in the Middle 
portion of the State. This truth is every day becoming more 
manifest, in the increased anxiety every where displayed in fa- 
vor of its construction. The eorporation of Nashville has been 
authorized by the popular vote of the city, to subscribe for half a 
million of the stock, and many individuals of acknowledged sa- 
gacity and shrewdness in all that relates to the profitable invest- 
ment of their fands, are known of, who intend to embark freely 
in the enterprise. In connection however with this work, the 
improvement of the Cumberland ought not to be lost sight of. 
A charter to individuals for this purpose was granted at the last 
session of the General Assembly, singularly defective in some 
of its provisions. I earnestly recommend its supervision and 
amendment in such a manner as to insure the speedy removal 
of those obstructions so detrimental to the commerce and trade 
of the middle portion of the State. When the Chattanooga and 
Nashville Railroad shall have been completed and the obstruc- 
tions in the Cumberland, the Elk, the Puck and the Caney Fork, 
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shall have been removed, it would be difficult fo find any region 
in the world possessing more advantages than Middle Tennessee. 
With a soil remarkable for its fertility—a climate happily ex- 
empt from the sickness of the South, and thé intense protracted 
cold of the North —a population proverbial for its industry, sobri- 
ety, and enterprise — with an easy accessibility by her roads and 
rivers to the markets of New Orleans and throngh her proposed 


railroad to those of Charleston and Savannah, she may well 


challenge comparison with the most favored regions of the 
Union. l , f aa ' 

The Western District of our State is happily situated, in refer- 
ence to natural facilities for carrying off her agricultural pro- 
ductions. Lying nearly in a square, she is surrounded on three 
sides by two of the noblest rivers in the world, whilst the Hat- 
chee, the Forked Deer, and the Obion all nayigable for small 
boats, penetrate into many of her richest and most populous 
counties.’ A project has however been started in the south pro- 
posing to extend to her further facilities by the construction of a 
oe from Mobile to the Mississippi near the mouth of the 

io. 3 e 
The engineer, Mr. Lewis Troost, son of the accomplished Ge- 
ologist of the State, gives the following description of the route 
and the surface of the country over which it is proposed it should 


“Commencing at the city of Mobile, the route projected is in 
neatly a north direction, diverging slightly to the west, on the 
comparatively level lands dividing the waters of the Mississippi 
from those of the Tombigby and Tennessee rivers, through the 
south-western portion of Alabama, the eastern and northeastern 
of Mississippi, the Western District of Tennessee, and the south- 
west corner of Kentucky to the Mississippi river, at or near the 
junction of the Ohio. At this point it is suggested_to—eress—th 
Mississippi river by a steam ferry; similar to that overhe Sps- 
oe the ae of railroad between y ! 1 and Bal- 
imoré, and to exten He TORWOR. a9 N of the Mississippi 
to the city of St. Lowa" - k 

“The gistentce from Mobile to the junction of the Mississippi 

TOhio rivers on this, line, would be about four hundred and 
forty miles, and from the mouth of the Ohio to the city of S. 
Louis, about one hundred and fifty miles, making the total Mle 
tance from the city of St. Louis to the city of Mobile; equal to 
about five hundred and nikety miles. . 1 

A glance at the map ofſthe States thryugh which this route is 
projected, will indicate that from Mobile to the mouth of the 

hio, there is not a river of stream of any magnitude to cross, 
and that on the west bank bf the Mississippi river up to the city 
of St. Louis, there is only ohe river, the Maramec, to overcome; 

In the present communigation it is proposed to say nothing of 
that part of the route betwaen the city of St. Louis and the mouth 
ofthe Ohio. There can be ho doubt that as soon as d continuous 
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line of railway exists from the waters of the Gulf of Mexico to 
the Mississippi, at the junction of the Ohio, the citizens of St. 
Louis, anxious to partake of the advantages of railroad communi- 
cation, will be ready to meet it with a railroad from‘their city to 
the west bank of the Mississippi. = 

St. Louis is the great depot of the vast productions of the up- 


per Mississippi and Missouri. She receives and distributes sup- 


plies for an immense amount of territory, exceedingly fertile in the 
production of articles which must be transported to markets oth- 
er than those afforded at home. Her navigation to these mar- 
kets is at all times dangerous, interrupted frequently by the shift- 
ing of channels and the accumulation of snags, and for weeks in 
the winter season entirely closed by ice. Her interests will, at 
no distant period, even if they do not now, point out the neces- 
sity of having constant intercourse with the South, uninterrupted 
by low water, by ice, or by the numerous dangers of river navi- 
ation. 
à “For eighty or one hundred miles, the country north of Mobile, 
through which the railroad will pass, is described to be a com- 
paratively level sandy region, very favorable for railroad mak- 
ing, and covered ‘with yellow pine, of matchless height and 
straightness, affording timber of excellent quality in sufficient 
quantities to construct the road in its progress through it. 
“Thence through Mississippi and Tennessee and Kentucky, 
where the line will run, the natural surface of the soil is said to 
offer no obstacles to obtain a straight route of easy grades, without 
heavy excavations or embankments. The character of the gra- 


ding will be of the easiest description, there being no rock to 


encounter except at the northern termination of the route, near 
the Tennessee and Ohio rivers. Through the eastern part of 
Mississippi the route will pass over prairies from five to ten 
miles wide, and from twenty to thirty miles long. From surveys 
‘made for railroads through the Western District of Tennessee, 
the natural level of the country is represented to offer so many 
desirable routes in this respect, that the chief difficulty will, per- 
haps be in selecting the most favorable. Parallel to the Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee rivers are two ridges of highlands, on either 
of which the road might be located to advantage. 

“The main line can be made to form a junction with the Ten- 
nessee river at or near Savannah, or at Perryville, which is in 
the vicinity of extensive beds of iron ore. At either place it 
would intercept the trade of the valleys on both sides of the 
Tennessee river, which now has to perform a tedious yoyage 
around by the Tennessee, Ohio, and Mississippi rivers, of from 
four to five hundred miles before it arrives at the same parallel 
of latitude as the point of departure. From either Perryville or 
Savannah, at the great elbow formed by the Tennessee river, a 
branch might be made to Nashville, avoiding altogether the 
Cumberland mountains, which present many obstacles of a se- 
rious kind to any other approach to Nashville from the sea-ports 


U 
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on the South Atlantic coasts. “This branch. to Nashville will 
form a link of the great chain of railroads now being ‘projected 
to connect the eastern and middle with the southern Statés, by 
running a line of railroads tothe south and east of the Ohio river, 
and of which the Baltimore and Ohio railroad is the commence- 
ment with a better sea-port for her purposes, and by far over a 
more favorable route than by the route she is now seeking to 
establish, via Chattanooga. That this branch to Nashville, con- 
sidered as a part of a: line which must be formed at no distant 
day to connect the Northern, Eastern and Middle and Southern 
States together, is of great importance, there can be no question, 
when it is considered that it will run through some of the richest 
agricultural portions of the Union. 
“Through the Western District of Tennessee are inexhaustible 
beds of marl creaping out at the surface. This valuable mate- 
rial for agricultural purposes will form a great article of trans- 
ort. 
j “There is no route for a railroad in the Union, to compare with 
this. Here is a main continuous line.of 440 miles in length, run- 
ning, withont crossing navigable rivers or mountains, through 
the richest portionof three of the most productive States, where 
they are in a great measure, deprived of all kinds of communi- 
cation, terminating at one end at a desirable sea-port, and at the 
other where it can command the trade and travel of eight States 
and the western territories, with lateral branches extending by 
short distances into the richest and most varied agricultural and 
mineral regions, which, although passing through different State 
governments, will be governed throughout by the same laws, sub- 
ject to the same institutions, and will be under the same manage- 
ment and responsibility.” | fe ee, a: 
If this Mobile project be too vast for early or eventual execu- 
tion, the sagacity of those who have charge of it, will not fail to 
discover how much better it would be to make the northern ter- 
minus onthe Tennessee river, where it makes its great bend 
through the State than to permit it to fail altogether. This would 
reduce its magnitude to a size entirely practicable, and be to the 
city of Mobile scarcely less profitable. To that point at or be- 
low the town of Waterloo, the Tennessee is easily navigable at 
all seasons of the year by most of the steamboats that ply on our 
western waters. Such a terminus would therefore be perfectly 
accessible to all the commerce of the Cumberland, the Bhio, the 
Mississippi, and Missouri, which might seék an outlet through the 
Bay of Mobile. Much of the. Western District-would still be 
deeply interested in its success, and.the State would. doubtless 
aid and encourage thé project presented in ‘either form, by all 
the means which could at any time he fairly and justly appropri- 
ated to its advancement. ';-, ‘ teen oe. 
he present period however is much more favorable to the ex- 
ecution of internal improvements by the enterprise and capital 
of individuals, than by the direct appropriations of the States; 
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There are but. few of them, who have not, on fornier occasions, 
either for banking or improvement purposes, contracted as large 
a public debt, as they now have any ability to meet. This is cer- 
tainly so with regard to the State of Tennssee. So far, she has 
been entirely able to save herself from the reproach of having 
failed to meet her liabilities. A proper sense of pride, justice, and 
honor should restrain her from now creating against herself any 
new liabilities which she may have no means of meeting, even for 
the accomplishment of the most inviting projects of prospective 
usefulness. On the other hand, the people, unlike the States, are 
less involved in debt at this time, than at any recent period.— 
They have been blessed generally with good crops for several 
years, which have commanded remunerating prices. Other pur- 
suits are understood also to have been eminently successful, so 
that all classes of the community have more ability than usual 
to patronise and encourage all safe and profitable projects that 
may be presented. i 

It is to this individual ability, and to the well known sagacity 
of our people, prompting them readily to engage in all safe and 
profitable investments, that we ought mainly to look, at least for 
the present, for the further extension of our system of Internal 
lmprovements. n 

In the discharge of the various duties which devolve upon you, 
none will require more earnest investigation and patient delib- 
eration, than those connected with the important interests which 
the people have in the successful management of the Bank of 
Tennessee. You cannot exercise too much care in looking into 
its present condition and its past management, with the view of 
discovering any defects that may exist in its present organiza- 
tion, and of devising the best measures for increasing its useful- 
ness and prosperity. When it went into operation, it was re- 
garded by many as an experiment which would inevitably ter- 
minate disastrously at au early day. The absence of the grand 
comservative principle of individual interest was the alleged cap- 
ital defect in ite erganizstion on which these predictions were 
based of its carly failure. To this suggestion it was answer- 
ed, that the combination of the interests of Internal Improve- 
ments, and Edueation with Banking, would furnish a substi- 
tute for individual interest equally efficacious in securing a 
faithful and successful administration of its affairs. The exper- 
iment has now been on trial for nine’years, a period sufficiently 
long to enable you to form a reliable opinion as to the probable 


« 


success or failure of the experiment. f 

If a careful 1 into its past N and its pres- 
ent condition, shall satisfy you that it has failed to accomplish in 
a reasouable degree. the important. objects of its creation, and 
that itis destined unavoidably to end in ruin and disaster, it will 
become your imperious duty to avert the threatened blow by an 
immediate inion for the gradual settlement and liquidation of 
its affaizs. If on the contrary, such an investigation shall pro- 
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duce the conviction, that the experiment has proved reasonably 


successful, and that the- public interest would be-promoted by its 
continuance, the daty of exerting the utmost possible vigilance 
in guarding it against future mismanagement: and misfortunes, 
will de volve upon you. . , . 

Without assuming to pass sentence on the wisdom of. estab- 
lishing the Bank at all, or of uniting in- one systemi the interests 
of. banking, internal improvement and education, I have no hesi- 
tation in announcing to you that my investigations into its past 
transactions and its present condition, have disclosed to my mind 
no satisfactory reasons for recommending ‘its discontinuance and 
abandonment. So far as the Bank was designed to furnish a 
sound and safe circulating medium, it must be admitted that it has 
been thus far entirely successful. Its influence in mitigating the 
pressure of the pecuniary embarrassments which have prevailed 
during several years of its existence has been universally. ac- 
knowledged.. 

The friends of education have abundant cause to be. well 
pleased with its promptness and fidelity in the fulfilment of its 
- obligations to Common Schools and Academies, whilst the.pres- 
ent high credit enjoyed by our State securitiés:fully attests its suc- 
cessful: management of that branch of our financial affairs which 
has devolved upon it. Within. the last nine years:the Bank.has 
paid an aggregate sum of more than two. millions of dollars. 
which has been appropriated by the State in diffusing the benefits 
of education: and in the payment of the accruing interest on her 
debt. Within the same period the nett profits of the institution 
have fallen but little short- of two millions of dollars, showing 
an annual average profit of two hundred and sixteen thousand 
para an amount equal to nearly eight per cent. on ifs actual 
Capital. <i 

These results would seem to go very far towards proving that 
the experiment has been. successful, and must have a strong ten- 
dency to dissipate the-fears of those who have looked to its fail- 
ure as inevitable—unless it ‘shall be found upon investigation, 
that the losses sustained have been unreasonably large. f 

In the examination of this point, it will become material to as- 
certain, at what period of time the largest portion of the losses 
have occurred, and if it shall be found, as it is believed 10 be true, 
that they occurred at.an early period, and before certain impor- 
tant amendments were made tô the. charter, and that very little 
has been lost since that time, it will rather furnish a reason for an 
increased diligence in seeking for other defects, than for the total 
abandonment and annihilation of thé system. The main ground 
on which it has been maintained that the Bank has been-unsuc-’ 
cessful in accomplishing the objects of its creation, is furnished 
by the fact that its annual profits are not sufficient to meet the 
annual payments required to be made. This objection should 
have but little weight, if the burdens imposed upon it are unrea- 
sonably great, and that this is the case will admit of no doubt, 
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when it is recollected that the payments required to hemade an- 
nually, amount to about two hundred and seventy thousand dol- 
ei amount equal to more than nine per cent. on its: actual 
capital. : 

In coming to the conclusion that the bank ought not te: be dis- 
continued and wound up under existing circumstances, (what- 
ever my opinions about banks of paper issue may be,) Ihave not 
failed to be duly impressed by the unavoidable pressure in our 
monetary affairs, which would be produced by the withdrawal of 
so large a portion of our circulating medium, as is now furnished: 
by it. and by the collection of solarge an amount of debts as are 
due to it. This pressure might be greatly mitigated, but could 


not be entirely avoided by adopting a liberal policy in the grad- 


ual liquidation of its affairs; nor have I overlooked the difficul- 
ties and embarrassments which would be encountered in provid- 
ing the means of meeting the liabilities imposed upon the bank 
during the time required for its liquidation. 

Influenced by these considerations, I cannot recommend’ the 
discontinuance of the bank, but instead thereof, your attention 
is most earnestly invited to the investigation of such measures 
as shall promise to increase its profits, and render them sufficient 
to meet its liabilities, In view of the fact that for several years 
past the profits made at most of its branches have been greater 
than those made at the principal bank, in proportion to the cap- 
ital respectively employed by them, I submit to you whether the 
three branches now in a state or process of liquidation, may not 
be advantageously restored. In making this suggestion, it is 
proper for me to remark that it js founded on information not 
possessed at the former session of the General Assembly, and is 
not intended as a condemnation of the act by which these branch- 
es were discontinued—that act might well be justified under the 
impression which prevailed at the time of its passage. 

It is now believed, however, that the progress made in settling 
their affairs will show that these impressions were materially er- 
roneous, and that the losses sustained ought not to prejudice the 
claims of those interested to the restoration of these branches— 
being fully satisfied from a careful view of the character of the 
population interested, the anxiety which exists amongst them 
for additional banking facilities, (whilst the present form of the 
banking system continues,) and the increasing commercial in- 
terests at each of the places; I am constrained to recommend to 
you that these branches be restored. In connection with this 
subject, I feel it also my duty to call your attention to the, claims 
of the city of Memphis to an increase of its banking facilities. 
The rapid growth of this flourishing city, baded upon its impor- 
tant commercial interests and advantages, would indicate it as 
one of the most eligible points in the State for profitable banking, 
and under this conviction, if you determine in favor of the con- 
tinuance of the principal Bank, I recommend the establishment 
of a Branch or Agency of the Bank of Tennessee at Memphis, 
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with such capital as can be advantageously furnished by the in- 
‘stitution. But I cannot indulge the hope that the adoption of 
these suggestions, would enablé the Bank to increase its profits 
to such an extent as would meet all of its liabilities—the neces- 
sity would therefore still exist for an investigation of the best 
means of diminishing the present liabilities of the Bank. These 
liabilities at present amount ‘to about two hundred and seventy 
thousand -dollars annually, whilst the annual average profits 
5 have been about two hundred and sixteen thousand 
ollars. l J 
By an act passed in 1844, the Treasury is required to make up 
the deficiency unavoidably occuring on account of the inability 
of the Bank to make profits sufficient to meet the liabilities 
chargable upon it. I submit to you whether a sinking fund could 
not be set apart by the Treasury, without any increase of taxa- 
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tion to be annually vested in the purchase of State Bonds at 


their current value, as a means of gradually reducing the liabil- 
ities of the Bank to a sum that would not exceed the amount of 
its profits. This suggestion will receive additional weight from 
the consideration that under existing circumstances, the deficien- 
cy may be permanent and therefore constitute a permanent drain 
upon the Treasury. It is believed that a sinking fund of one 
hundred thousand dollars furnished by the Treasury for five 
years, would so far reduce the State debt, and consequently the 
liabilities of the Bank, as would enable the institution after that 
time to meet all the burdens imposed upon it. 

It gives me great pleasure to express to you the belief, that 
the Bank has been faithfully arid satisfactorily managed during 
the lasttwo years. $ Ce a a 

The report-of the President and Directors will contain all the 
information necessary to enable you to understand its present 
condition and to devise the proper measures for rendering it 
more useful and profitable in future, whilst it will exhibit a very 
large increase of profits during the last two years. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly, a war has been 
declared to exist between the United States oat | the Republic of 
Mexico. The circumstances which led to this declaration, were 
such as to extort it from the Congress of the United States 
by an almost unanimous: vote; Abolitionary Fanaticism alone 
stood out against it. Every Representative from Tennessee of 
both political parties voted: for it. Ten millions of money, and 
authority to callinto the public service fifty thousand volunteers 
for the purpose of prosecuting the war to a safe and honorable 
peace were voted by Congress and placed in the hands of the 
President. Under this Act a requisition was made on this 
State on the 16th of May, 1846, for one regiment of cavalry or 
mounted men and two regiments of infantry or riflemen. 

On the receipt of this requisition I issued my proclamatién 
dated 24th May, 1846, apportioning the ‘call equally and fairly 
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among the three grand divisions of the State. It was. nobly. xe- 
sponded to. Instead. of, three thousand, about thirty thousand 
rushed forward with, eager anxiety to engage in the service 
of their country. The call was met so; promptly, that: the 
‘troops assembled in advance of the arrival of any officer. of the 
United States, either ta muster them into the service, or to make 
those usual advances of. money so necessary to troops, suddenly 
called on to leave their homes on so long and distant an expedi- 
tion. To remedy this circumstance I appointed suitable officers 
to mspect and muster them into service in their respective quar- 
ters of the State, rather than subject them to the uncertainty 
of being rejected after they had gone to distant places of ren- 
dezvous. ~ . 

To make a suitable advance of money to each officer and 
soldier, to defray all the expenses incident to their encampment 
at Kuoxville, Nashville and Memphis, and also to subsist the 
East Tennessee troops in their march to the latter city, required 
the negociation of large sums of money. 

The Union and Planters’ Banks, with a patriotism which 
cannot be too highly extolled, promptly stepped forward and pro- 
posed to lend any sum of money, not exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars each, which might be demanded, by.thé occa- 
sion. Without any ‘law authorizing me to borrow money for 
this or any other purpose, but unwilling to submit to any delay, 
I took the responsibility of negotiating with the Union: Bank for 
some sixty or seventy thousand dollars, which. were applied to 
the above objects of expenditure. So soon however, as our 
troops were gone, and the state of my official business would 
allow of it, I repaired to Washington City whilst every“ item 
of expenditure was fresh in my recollection and those ef my 
officer's, and presented my-accounts for settlement and I am hap- 
py to say that they were promptly. but thoroughly: examined and 
allowed by the proper Department, with perhaps the single ex- 
ception of interest, for which no existing law of Congress Was 
supposed to provide, but which I doubt not, will. be. heréafter 
adjusted satisfactorily. to the’ Bank. It is with pleasure thére- 
fore, that I inform you that in going beyond: the law, end as- 
usming the responsibility of raising this. sum of: money: as the 
Chief Magistrate of the State, no debt was incurred: by which 
the State can be in any wise injured. „ 

The advances that made this unauthorized negociation neces- 
sary, were indispensable to thé comfort of the Troops. Volin- 
teers suddenly called to leave their homes on such a campaign 
could not well afford to spuip themselves out of their on pri- 
vate means, and to. support themselves in their respective. en- 
campments until the arrival of the officers of the United States, 
who had no idea of so prompt aud early a movement, for zuch 

had been unknown before in tle volunteer service of the United 
States; nor could the East Tennessee volunteers, suddenly called

make: this neguciation, 1 endeavored to consult the most rigid 
economy and to make only such accounts as the United. States 
wauld recognize as just, and tó appoint only such officers as they 
would. think: to be absolutely hecessary. Under this view of a 
just and proper economy, I. leftfthe troops; (except chose. of East 
Tennessee, on account of their distance,) to subsist themselves 
on their travel from their ‘respective neighborhoods to the places 
of rendezvous; precisely as is done by the laws ahd regulations 
of the United States. But I established encampments at Knox- 
ville, Nashville and Memphis, for the reception of them, as fast 
as they should arrive, where they were attended to by one or two 
suitable officers, and supplied with the same rations as are allowed 
by the. United States totheirown troops. These arrangements 
I am happy to believe, proved entirely satisfactory, not only 
to the United States, but to the troops themselves, with perhaps 
a solitaty exception, which. as it relates to my Executive action 
in carrying: out a requisition on the State is liere submitted to 
your consideration. S ' l 

On the 6th June, 1846, I received the following communica- 
tion, recently ‘found, after diligent search, and which E had 
supposed’ mighthave been thrown aside as not important to be 
preserved: . 


ot l “Camp Brown, June 5th, 1846. 
“To the Hon. A. V. Brown, Gorr,- cc. 7 

“Dear Siz; Qn. to-morrow evening I will have the honor. of leading ninety- 
four of the gallant sons of Giles county to an encampment on Brown’s creek. By 
the request of the. company; I. have. the honor to ask of you the favor of se- 
lecting us a proper and judicious place of encampment, where we can have wa- 
ter and rest on Sunday. We have camp equipage and a wagon, and will be 
prepared to take care of ourselves in Soldiers’ style. We expect to be ready to be 
mustered into the service on Monday morning. i l 

„ have the honor to be, very respectfully, 
ETR - 4t Your obedient servant and friend, 
(Signed) “MILTON A. HAYNES, 
Captain Giles County Mounted Riflemen.” 


This communication was not addressed to me as a private 
individual—it was addressed to me as Governor of the State, 
and delivered to me at my office as such. It spoke nothing of 
i night, but of several nights, and the greater part at least of 
wo days. l f ee an, a 
It made no allusion to going at all to the general encampment. 

It asked no privilege of camping on my grounds, nor did it in 
the slightest degree, form, or manner, call up thequestion of my 
individual hospitality. It avowed the intention to encamp on 
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Brown’s creek, a small stream of excellent water directly on the 
road, which had borne that name from the earliest settlement of 
the country, and on which I had no lots or grounds at all. 
Regarding it, therefore, as an application to me as the Executive 
of the State, for the selection of a public and additional encamp- 
ment, to the one already at Nashville, E returned the following 
answer, in accordance with the advice of the Adjutant General 
of the State and of my own sense of duty and propriety :_ 


“ NASHVILLE, June hh, 1846. 

“T have no opportunity to procure an encampment in the neighborhood you 
mention, and no officers to send to attend you. My encampment is at Nashville 
at the Race Track, where some of the troops are yet encamped, where you and 
company can have provisions and horee-feed provided. . 

“In haste, yours, &c. 

(Signed) | « AARON v. BROWN.” 

This reply was predicated on the idea, that to furnish, as I 
had done, the three encampments at Knoxville, at Nashville, and 
at Memphis, with suitable officers to attend them, was all that a 
Just sense of economy, and the practice in all such cases, both in 
and out of the State, would allow of; besides, I was by no means 
confident that the United States would settle the accounts made 
at two separate encampments so near Nashville. 

No other volunteer company had received any such special 
accommodation, and I desired to mete out the same measure of 
justice to all. To avoid all difficulties and complaints, and to 
enable the company to reach a better and more comfortable en- 
campment than it was possible to furnish at Brown’s creek, 
I threw open the doors of my general encampment and invi- 
ted them, by a march of an hour longer, to partake, with their 
brother soldiers, of its ample supplies and accommodations. 

I lay these precise facts before you, that they may go upon 
the permanent records of the country, repelling, as they do, every 
idea of Exeeutive inhospitality to these brave and gallant men. 

To my Quartermaster General, George W. Rowles, and to 
Majo: General Brazelton, and to Inspector General Coe, and 
Major General Hays, I am under, and the volunteer service of 
the State is under, many obligations for the promptitude, skill, 
and energy with which they conducted the operations in the re- 
spective divisions of the State. 

In the transactions of the middle portion of.the State, I can- 
not , withhold from Maj, Gen. Bradley, and Adjutant General 
Turner, equal expressions of gratitude for the services which 
they rendered. a f 

Early in the month of June, the three regiments, (two only 
fully organized) were handed over to the United States. They 
were the flower and chivalry of the State, The sons of those 
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worthy sires who, under Jackson, Carroll, and Coffee in former 


days, had shed so much lustre around the name of Tennessee. 
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Would these, their descendants, prove themselves worthy of 
such illustrious ancestors? aa : , e 
I did not doubt it—no one doubted it they went forth in a just 
cause. Not one of them felt that it was an unjust one, or they 
would not have gone. They went forth, and on every battle 
field, at Monterey, at Vera Cruz, at Cerro Gordo, they perform- 
ed deeds of heroic valor, worthy of Tennessee in the proudest 
days of her glory. But it was not on the battle field alone, 
that your regiments bore. your banner so high and so proudly. 
In the toilsome march; beneath the burning sun; in the pestilen- 
tial encampment; every where, and under all circumstances, 
your volunteers well sustained the honorof the State. In behalf 
of our wholé people, I recommend the strongest expression of 
public gratitude and admiration for their heroic services, and 
that a full register of the names of every soldier of the three 
regiments be made out and safely deposited in the new cap- 
itol, when completed, that posterity may know who they were 
that contributed so largely to the honor and glory of the Com- 
monwealth. Let the State contribute largely tothe erection of 
a lofty monument to the memory of those who fell either in hat- 
tle or. by disease, in the prosecution of a war, which could not 
have been avoided without a sacrifice of national honor, dignity, 
and character, eS 

But the patriotic devotion of our fellow citizens has been tested by an- 
other Requisition, recently made for two more Regiments of Infantry 
from the State. It is with no common degree of pride that I announce 
the pleasing fact to you, that notwithstanding the many appeals made 
to the people of the States, through a portion of the public press, and the 
debates and discussions of the past summer, against the justice, pro- 
priety and necessity of the Mexican war, the chivalrous sons of Ten- 
nessee have responded to the call with a noble enthusiasm. 

Five companies were called for by my Proclamation from each Major 
General’s division in the State, thereby giving, as on the former occasion, 
a fair and equal chance to the citizens of every portion of the State. 

Many more companies reported themselves than could be selected to 
fill the Requisition, whilst many others were known of who were in a 
forward state of completion, when the time arrived for making selections. 
It cannot, I hope, bė considered invidious to mention that East Tennes- 
see was peculiarly chivalrous on the occasion, having furnished not only 
the five companies called for, but tendered ten other companies besides, 
composed of her brave and hardy sons. The officers of the U.. ited 
States having Jearned, by experience, something of the promptitude 
and celerity with which the citizen soldiers of ‘Tennessee always rush to 
the standard of their country, have.promptly repaired to the State to 
aid in carrying out the movement, exempting the Executive from much 
of the lal or and responsibility of a former occasion. The volunteers are 
now on their way to their respective encampments.at Nashville and 
Memphis, where they will be regularly organized into Regiments and 
passed over to the command and service of the United States, If the 
war continues, the whole community cannot but feel the deepest in- 
terestin the future destination and fortunes of these brave and gallart 
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men. The career of their predecessors in this war has been go distin. 
guished—for their patience under fatigue, for their ready obedience to 
the commands of their officers, for their undaunted courage in the face of 
the enemy—that it would be difficult to emulate their bright and glorious 
example. But I hazard nothing when I asure you, that these Regiments 
will go forth nerved to new energies by that high example, and firmly 
resolved, living or dying, to add new lustre to the name and character 
of Tennessee. ; f 
But at the moment when I am writing down these proud and pleasing 
assurances, the news may be brought to us that a treaty has been made, 
terminating the war between the two nations. I should hail with rap- 
ture and delight the return of the bright and beautiful Goddess of Peace, 
at whose shrine the American people have always delighted to wor- 
ship. Her return would be the more welcome, because she will doubt.. 
less bring with her all that was ever demanded— indemnity for the 
past, security for the future.” This was all that the Administration a 
Washington—the President and his friends in Congress, and through. 
out the Union—all that the Commanding General, in his Proclamation in 
the earliest stages of the war, ever demanded. The territory she is 
expected to bring will be stained with no blood unjustly shed, in the 
proud and lustful spirit of conquest. She will bring it as the only in- 
demnity Mexico can offer against the expenses we have incurred in the 
prosecution of a war, which Mexico herself was the first to proclaim, and 
first tof{commence. A warf originating in Mexico’s unjust attempt to re- 
conquer a territory which had been, under all the forms of our Constitution, 
made one of the States of the Union; a war which she wantonly and 
wickedly provoked by an invasion of that part of Texas lying east of the 
Lower Rio Grande, to which our title extended (whatever might be 
said of the Upper Rio Grande) without a shadow of doubt. But I cannot 
shut my eyes to the great fact, that there are many persons, of this State 
and elsewhere, Who, in anticipation of a result such as we are now con- 
sidering, have labored hard to convince the people that, if indemnity in 
Jand against the expenses of this war, and for the purpose of paying the 
millions that are due to our citizens, should be willingly offered by Mex- 
ico, such an indemnity should be scorned and rejected. Whether the in- 
fatuation of party will persist in such doctrine remains to be seen. But 
I most earnestly recommend to this General Assembly, never to adjourn 
until you have instructed your Senators and requested yaur Represen- 
tatives not to vote against a treaty of peace, or refuse the nocessary appro- 
priations to carry it into effect, only because it may contain a cession of 
territory to the United States. Indemnity against the war, I hold to be 
clearly right—Mexico herself, I doubt not, will so consider it. Shall 
the U. States reject the indemnity because it may be in land, and notin 
money? She has not the latter to pay, and the former constitutes her 
only remaining resource. It will therefore be indemnity in land, or noth- 
ing—I repeat in Land or nothing. What wise or sensible man in the 
management of his private affairs, would reject a payment in land, when 
his debtor had* no other resource Jeft with which to satisfy his de- 
mand? The plea that our country is Jarge enough already, takes no gc- 
count of the future millions of freemen, who are to inhabit it. The nát- 
ural increase of our own population—the amazing emigration tothe Uni- 
ted States, from the starving and oppressed nations of the old World— 
the genius, industry, and enterprise of the Anglo-Saxon race—all unite 
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in demanding that our country should be extended-from ocean lo ocean 
—-widenéd-out in all her botders, whenever it-can be: done consistently 
with the dictates of-national honor, and - justice. ‘Such’ dn opportunity 
will now be offéred freely to us, and perhapé for the ‘last tinie in the his- 
‘tory of. our eountry. EE = 

The pretext that any new accession of territory, may endanger the per- 
petuation of our glorious Union, is only a shallow device ‘for alatming the 
timid and deceivirig the ignorant. eee te 

The same cry was raised when Louisiana, exteriding from the Gulf to 
the Northern Lakes was acquired—the same when Missouri was admitted 
—when Florida was purchased—when Texas neither corqueréd nor 
purchased, walked into our Union by sovereign: compact and agreement. 
The Union dissolved!! dissolved by the growth and enlargement of our 
free and happy Republic!! No. It grows stronger and stronger by it, the 
very elements of pérpetuation being increased in tlie exact’proportion df 
its contemplated magnitude. The spirit of modern abolitionism, if it 
existed at all in the early days of the Republic stood rebuked by the 
compromises of the Constitution. It stood equally rebuked in the Mis- 
souri Compromise, which was but a virtual continuation of that of the 
Constitution. So it will be in the extension of the same line on latitude 
36° 30° through the newly acquired territory of California. What a 
beautiful harmony in our 5 would then bé exhibited! Our 
Revolutionary Fathers in adjusting the proportion of free and slave holding 
States, substantially fixed it on latitude of 36° 30°. The next generation 
(for the Revolutionary one had nearly disappeared,)then extended that 
line through the newly acquired territory from France, and now it is pro- 
posed (and to this I give my assent, and earnestly reccommend that you 
give yours) to extend this same line still westward, through the territory 
which may be ceded tous by Mexico,to the shores of the Pacific. This be- 
ing done, the great strife and contention about slavery, we may hope, will 
be settled and ended forever. Then no “Wilmot Proviso” will break 
upon our repose, like a fire-bell by night. The line of separation will be 
fixed. All men would understand it and conform to it, in the formation 
of Statés. Nor need the conscientious and sincere friend of thé black 

‘race, (for there are many such) be in the slightest degree apprehensive 
that slavery, though permitted to exist south of that line, would ever be 
in fact estab- lished in. any one State of California. The character of 
the country—the nature of its résourcés—the insecurity of. such property 
ona variety of accounts, would deter any slave-liolder from taking that 
description of property with him. The question about slavery, there- 
fore, loses much, if not all, its practical importance inrelation to the 
territory now to be acquired from Mexico, as has been truly said by one of 
our greatest statesmen, and said too, at a most auspicious moment for the 
peace and harmony of our country. ‘The Union, therefore, J hold to be 
in no danger from any new accession of territory. I believe that, under 
the Providence of God, it is destined fo last and endure forever, stretch- 
ing, like the beautiful ‘rainbow of Hope and of Promise, until it bespans 
this whole continent. "ick „

- Mr: Nelson, regi- 
ster of the mountain district, having resigned, the vacancy was filled 
by the appointment of Mr. J. H. Minnis, and, subsequently, on his re- 
signation, hy the appointment of Mr. J. F. Brown, of Sparta.

the most fearful to contemplate; and, whereas, in the opinion of 
this General Assembly, it is believed to be a duty which they 
owe to the people of the State which they represent, not only to 
warn them of the danger which, in the present case, so immi- 
nently presses, but to devise, adopt, and announce in their name, 
and by their authority, such measures as, by firmly and fearless- 
ly vindicating the guarantees of the constitution, will be most 
efficacious in averting it.

Resolved, That under no circumstances will this body récog- 
nise, as binding, any enactment of the Federal Government 
which has for its object the prohibition of slavery’ in any terri- 


tory to be acquired, either by conquest or treaty, south of the 


line of the Missouri, compromise; holding it to be the natural 
and independent right of each citizen of each and every State 
of the Confederacy, to reside with his property, df Whatever 
description, in any, territory which may be acquired by the arms 
of the United States, or yielded by treaty with any foreign power. 

Resolved, That this Assembly holds it to be the duty of every 
man, in every section of this Confederacy, if the Union is dear 
to him, to oppose the passage of any law, for whatever purpose, 
by which territory to be acquired may be subject to such à re- 
striction. i .

Mr. Haynes submitted the following: 

The committee on education and common schools, to whom 
was referred a joint resolution, directing the Comptroller of the 
Treasury to issue his warrant to the President and Trustees of 
West Tennessee College, for the sum of forty thousand dollars, 
arising from entries of the Public Lands South and West of the 
Congressional Reservation Line, set apart by an act of Con- 
gress, approved the 7th of August, 1846, for that purpose, have 
had the same under consideration. Findmg that in conformity 
with a memorial of the General Assembly of the State of Ten- 
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nessee, to the Senate and House of Representatives in Congress 
assembled, adopted the 4th of December, 1845, that the Con- 
gress of the United States by an act approved the 7th of August, 
1846, did release and surrender to the State of Tennessee, the 
right and title to all lands belonging to the United Sfates, South 
and West of the Congressional Keservation Line, upon the con- 
dition in part, that said State would apply $40,000 of the pro- 
ceeds of said lands to the establishment and support of a College 
at Jackson, in the county of Madison; and finding from the re- 
port of the Comptroller of the Treasury, that said money from 
the sales of said lands, is now in the Treasury, have directed me 
to report the same, witha bill in lieu thereof, which I am pre- 
pared to do when the Senate pleases to receive it.

Mr. Haynes, Chairman of the Committee on Education and 
Common Schools, reported a bill, No. 26, directing the Comp- 
troller to issue his warrant to the President of West Tennessee 
College for $40,000 belonging to said institution; which was 
read the first time and passed.

1819, the surveyor of said lands was, among other duties, direct- 


.ed to lay down and distinctly mark, on his original plat. all the 


reserves specified and named in the treaty aforesaid; which re- 
servation said act declares shall be prohibited from entry, sale, 
or other appropriation, and shall be subject to taxation in the 
same manner as other lands in the State; that said surveyor 
omitted to lay down the tract, reserved as aforesaid to said Lewis 
Ross, on his plat, but sub-divided it into quarter sections; that 
in consequence of this omission, a part of said reservation 
was offered for sale at Knoxville in 1820, at the sale of said 
Hiwassee land, namely: that part of it which falls within the 
North West quarter of section 26, range 4 West, 3d fractional 
township, containing 62} acres, which was bought by John 
Brown for 5 dollars and 2 cents per acre; and the North East 
fractional quarter of section 27, in the same range and town- 
ship, containing 100 acres, which was bought by John Ross at 4 
dollars and 90 cents per acre; that certificates of said purchase 
were issued to said purchasers by the Treasurer, as provided in 
the 4th section of said act, which certificates were afterwards 
transferred by said purchasers to said Lewis Ross,, who is there- 
fore entitled to have refunded to him whatever said purchasers 
paid to the State at the time of the purchase, together with what 
he has paid since, if his title to the land is paramount to that of 
the State ; that afterwards in a suit between said Ross and one 
Spears, who claimed the said land as a reserve under the second 
article of the sdme treaty, the Supreme Court of the State deci- 
ded in favor of the validity of the claini of Ross to this land, 
thereby holding it to have been illegally sold by the State; that 
in 1831 said Ross applied to the Legislature for relief in the 
premises, and the act was passed, to amend which the Judiciary 
Committee reported the bill, which has been referred to your 
committee on claims as aforesaid; and your committee further 
find that the said Ross is entitled to have refunded to him the 
amount actually paid by said purchasers to the State, together 
with interest thereon at the rate of 6 per cent till paid, and also

You are now in the active exercise of the high trusts commit-

ted to you by the people of Tennessee; and, no doubt, anxiously , 


deliberating for the best interests of the State. Participating in 
this spirit, and willing to contribute any thing in my-power to 


aid you in your councils, I beg leave to submit a few considera-.- . 


‘tions on some of the more prominent subjects before you. 

In taking a survey of-the State, we are not without many 
causes of rejoicing. General health, domestic peace and tran- 
quility, and an abundance of the necessaries of life, are striking 
characteristics of our present condition, And upon these blegs- 


ings, I sincerely congratulate you and our common constituents. 


It is not your misfortune-to have to legislate under the goadings 
of any pressing exigency, or amid the influences of any domestic 
calamity. Hence your task is much alleviated, and your respon- 
sibility diminished. we g 2 

But it is not to be concealed, that there are some questions of 
high importance, which while they are not immediately afflict- 
ing, demand your sober and serious’ consideration, in reference 
to the future. A SEN a 

It appears that no provision has been made to meet the first 
instalment of $126,000 on the bonds issued for stock in the Union 
Bank, and which is soon to fall due. “Doubtless none. was prac- 
ticable. It now remains to be considered, what means can be 
devised to make the payment. In addition to this, is the defici- 
ency in the profits of the Bank of Tefinessee, to meet its liabili- 
ties, amounting, on the Ist of July, 1847, to $115,243 49—mak- 
ing, together, the aggregate sum of $240,243 49, to be supplied 
by the Treasury, or in some other mode. I do not hope for any 
increase of the profits.of the bank for the next two years, under 


any new organization. of that institution, or any new policy for 


its administration, however wise. ‘The last two years have been 
marked by an unusual state of things—one propitious to bank- 
ing operations, but not likely to occur soon again. On the con- 
trary, difficulties are to be apprehended tending rather to depress, 
than to enlarge the operations of any bank. These, however, I 
will refer to hereafter. ‘

Assuming, then, that we cannot, upon any reasonable calcula- 


tion, rely upon the bank.for the means to meet this growing ex- 
igency, we must look to other resources. And we may rely with 
some confidence upon a considerable increase of profits in the 
Internal Improvement Companies: the amount, however, is con- 
jectural. Another resource may be found in furnishing some 


adequate remedy for the present defects in the mode of: valuing

property subject to taxation. Much complaint exists on this sub- 
ject in many parts of the country, and there is abundant reason 
to believe that it is well founded. It is certainly right that eve- 
ry artjcle made subject to taxation, should be valued at its cash 
rate in the market at the time. Of this no honest man could com- 
plain—and by this, and only by this, can the publie burdens on- 
ly.be equalized, and justice done to the State. In my opinion, 
this can be accomplished without creating the office of Assessor, 
and with but little, if any, additional expense. Let. the commis- 
sioner who takes the list of taxable property be required, first, 
to take an oath that he will take such list at the cash value of 
the property in the market ; and when he returns it, let him be 
required to swear, in the same terms, that he has taken such list. 
The commissioner, of course, can employ what means he pleases 
to arrive at the value of property, and if he cliooses, content him- 
self with his own judgment. I therefore recommend an amend- 
ment of the present law in this particular. It is for you to de- 
termine whether the suggestion is wholesome and proper, or 
whether any better expedient can be devised. I do not hesitate 
to declare, as my opinion, if all the complaints on this subject 
are true, that if the true valuation of taxable property were at- - 
tained, it would increase this species of revenue at least oné- 
half, or perhaps more. I can see no objection to the cancella- 
tion of the bonds which have been purchased, the discount on 
which, amounting to $50,816 55, will be, by so much, a reduction.

The sale of the stock owned by the State in the Union Bank, 
ought still to be made, if it can be done without too great a sac- 
rifice. That stock was not taken at the time, it is presumed, 
with any view to speculation, but merely to aid in the creation 
of an institution that, it was believed at the time, would be use- 
ful to the people. If the State is the owner of any other stocks, 
which could be sold without sacrifice, it might be well to author- 
ize the sale of them, at least to such extent as will meet the pre- 
sent emergency. - ; s - f 

By a fair and reasonable calculation of receipts and expendi- 
tures, for several years past, and with a moderate reliance on 
present resources, i think we may safely assume, that the means 
on hand, and to accrue within the ensuing fiscal year, will be 
sufficient to meet the ordinary expenses, including appropriations 
for the Capitol, and also the deficit in the contingent fund. Wé 
have then to be provided for, the 5 125, 000 for stock in the Union 
Bank alone. This, I believe, can be fully met by the increased 
profits from works of Internal Improvement, and from the addi- 
tional revenue arising from taxes on property, by amending the 
mode of valuation as before mentioned. To ayoid any possible 
failure, provision might be made fora contingent loan, to be ef- 
fected in the event of a deficiency of means in the Treasury at 
the time this instalment falls due, and which can be repaid at 
maturity out of any accruing funds. I think this view of our 
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resources is correct; and it is one upon which I feel willing, òn 
my part, to risk the experiment, But, from the short period of 
time since my induction into office, I have had less opportunity 


than many of your.honorable body, to make a full and thorough | 


research into-these questions. I therefore submit these views 
with the most entire deference, hoping they may aid you in some 
degree, but earnestly desirous that they may mislead no one. 

I need not impress upon you the dut yof promptly providing for 
all the public engagements, and of maintaining inviolate the 


public faith; for such an appeal might seem to imply some dis- 


trust. I feel no distrust. Our past history foreshadows what 
will be our future policy. The honor of the State has never 
made its silent but eloquent appeal in vain to any of our prede- 
cessors, and the same noble vindication, I, doubt not, will be 
awarded at your hands. Butif, in your judgment, the resources 
here indicated shall be deemed insufficient to meet the demands 
upon the Treasury, there remains but one other resort, and that 
is, increased taxation. And in such an event, I do not hesitate 9 
recommend it; for I shall not shrink, on my part, from any re- 
sponsibility that relates to the public honor or the public interest. 
Such a resort is always disagreeable, and ought not torbe made 
but upon clear necessity. This beng apparent, I have no fears 
of the ready approval of an honest people. Any increase of 
taxes that may be found necessary, might be greatly mitigated, 
in its effect, by issuing the bends of. the State for the amount 
required, payable at such dates as weuld. make them approxi- 
mate par value; and then adopt a rate of taxes commensurate 


with that amount, according to the time. The revenue thus 


raised, would constitute a sinking fund, to be applied each year 
to the payment of the bonds as they fell due; and the rate of 
taxes in this way be comparatively moderate, This view com- 
mends itself, not as an evasion of present payment and its attend- 
ant burdens, but on account of the probable increase of profits 
on the stocks belonging to the State, and the enhanced value of 
some of thé stocks themselves, which it is fair fo anticipate. . 
Further appropriations for the construction of the Capitol will, 
of course, be necessary; what amount, it will be for you to de- 
termine. ButI respectfully. suggest,that a considerable sum 
might be saved to the State, by hastening the completion of that 
building. The salary of the Architect, and, perhaps, some other 
Stated annual allowances, would be curtailed in the aggregate. 
Besides, it is desirable that that noble edifice should be in the 
use and enjoyment of the State as early as practicable. ; This 
view contemplates heavier appropriations, and the employment 
of additional labor, Economy in the end, dictates this course, 
if the present resources will justify it. 
Some change, it is obvious, is necessary to-be made in the 
‘Lunatic Asylum. Whether that shall be in its entire location, 
or by additions to the present’ buildings, is submitted to your 
consideration. The report of the Physician of that Institution 
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is before you; aud I shall not attempt to amplify or improve 
upon the sound views which it presents. Much benefit has, 
doubtless, arisen from this Institution already. And it is the duty 
as well as the interest of the Sthte to render its means as effica- 
cious as possible. The voice of humanity is continually making 
its appeal in behalf of that unfortunate class of our countrymen, 
and against it there is no argument. 


Some change in the present organization of the Bank of Ten- 
nessee geems to be demanded in many quarters of the State.— 
This is a subject, to me at least, of no small magnitude; and I 
doubt not it will receive at your hands the most patient considera- 
tion. It is now too late to discuss the policy of creating such an 
institution. Our only duty is, to make the best use of it we can, 
for the interests of the State. The great evil connected with 
the Bank, and one which was developed early in its history, is 
the heavy demand upon it. It has been tasked beyond its ability. 
Hence it is continually subject to the temptation of overaction 
in order to meet the charge upon it; and at the same time, liable 
to afull share of reproach and want of confidence, for failures 
that are unavoidable. The policy of putting the whole institu- 
tion in a state of liquidation, was urged at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, as you know, and rejected, with the 
exception of the discontinuance of a few ot the branches. 
The question of liquidation, whatever reasons existed in its favor 
(and there were many) I consider as settled for the present, and 
so far as public sentiment has been indicated, it is in favor of the 
continuance of the Bank, and to some extent at least, of the res- 
toration of the branches. Independent of this, the proposition 
now-is, how can we make the most money, to meet the various 
demahds that have been and may be'created? I believe it can 

be done by the continuance of the Bank for the present, and the 
restoration of the branches. Aside from the opinion urged by 
many, that the whole capital of the institution can be safely 
used, a large sum has been invested in real estate for the use of 
the Principal Bank and iis Branches, which cannot be converted 
except at great sacrifice, and which, from the peculiar character 
of the buildings, would be in the main, unproductive. Andina 
course of liquidation, there would be an annual expenditure for 
several years in the shape of salaries, stationery and other items, 
if not equivalent, at least not far short of the present rate. ‘This 
latter view applies in like manner to the suspended branches, 
and the policy of restoring them. Experience has proved in the 
main, that greater profits haye been made by the branches in 
proportion to their capital, than by the Principal Bank. This 
remark is not intended to imply any censure upon the adminis- 
tration of the Principal Bank at any period, or to make any dis- 
paragement. The absence of competition gives tothe branches 
their only advantage. There are many points in the State 
‘where banking capital is scarce, and the demand bottomed upon 
real resources, that are compelled to seek ‘foreign accommoda- 
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tions. And this may be said of most of the locations that have 
‘been hitherto selected. Whether all the points now or heretofore 
occupied by branches, are the most suitable, I have not the means 
within the power of many of you, of knowing. No branch 
ought to be restored, or even continued, upon the mere ground 
of local accommodation, as desirable as that might be to our 
feelings, if experience has demonstrated: that it cannot be profit- 
ably employed. To make profits is paramount, and is the great 
desideratum at present. I would not, however, have the Bank 
in any state of circumstances, peddling for patronage, or forcing 
its accommodations. Advantages thus sought, must ever be 
short-lived, and the consequences, both to the Bank and the 
country, disastrous. er a 

The view here intended to be inculcated, is addressed to things 
as they are, and not as they have been, or might have been. If 
the proposition were now pending to create this institution, I 
could find a hundred reasons against it. Its relative connectiom 
with other interests, or rather their dependency: upon it, invest 
the question with its chief importance; and hence the ground of 
deep public solicitude. ‘If however, you are satisfied. according , 
to the opinion of some, that the Bank cannot be safely adminis- , 
tered, and that it is destined to ultimate disaster, the sooner it is 
put in liquidation the better. The great interests which it would 
now only retard, by a gradual cessation, it would absolutely de- 
stroy, by a permanent existence, if indeed it carries with in it the 
elements of decay. Posterity has an inheritance in. this Bank, 
involving in a good ‘degree, the fate of our systems of Common 
Schools and Internal Improvements as at present organized.— 
Our task is therefore a delicate one, and our duty sacred. I am 
not satisfied that it would be good policy to yer ieee the branches 
in any event. Some of the reasons which vindicate the restora-. 
tion of branches, do not apply to the creation of new ones. The 
proposition involves a new train of expenditures and increased 
difficulties in the way of liquidation, should that be found desira- 
ble in any short period of time hereafter. The advantages, 
however, to bé. derived to the, institution and the State, should 
settle this, as it should the whole policy. I concur with my im- 
mediate predecessor, if a new Bank is created, in fixing it at 
Memphis, a point which presents perhaps the most profitable field 
of operation. In such event. IL suggest that it might be wise 
policy, to give to the principal board discretion upon the subject 
of buying ground and building, or of erecting a house for the 
accommodation of such branch. 92 l ` 


— 


I would respectfully urge upon you, an examination into the 
condition, not only of this, but of the other Banks. I am per- 
suaded, the result would not only be advantageous to the Banks 
themselves, but to the country at large. This suggestion æsxxies 
with it no suspicion of them, nor is it so intended; but thobe in- 
stitutions and the people, are mutually interested in maintaining 
well-founded confidence, and I know of no means so well calcu- 
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lated to inspire it in the latter, as through the inspection of their 
own representatives. If their condition is really safe, as I trust 
and believe it is, it cannot be too well known; and if otherwise, 
equal reason exists for its full development. Their reports are 
severally before you, and need no comment at my hands. The 
necessity of the inquiry here indicated finds an additional reason, 
in several surrounding circumstances. The downward tendency 
in the prices of some of our principal staples, coupled with the 
unparalleled commercial failures abroad, are well calculated 
to excite distrust and alarm. Added to this, is the drain of 
specie from the United States to Mexico, to maintain our army, 
which has taken place to a considerable extent, and must still 
continue while the war lasts. It is not to be disguised, that these 
agencies, will have some effect upon our commerce, atid of 
course, upon the Banks themselves. These‘considerations are 
well worthy of reflection, in devising any plan of policy in re- 
ference to the Bank of Tennessee. 

The subject of education, always important, hut especially 
so at this juncture, demands a large share of your consideration. 
I know it has become, in the estimation of many, a hacknied 
theme, but that does not effect its merits: This is because so 
little has been done for it. A long period has elapsed, since the 
State of Tennessee, in a spirit that promised great results, and 
which excited high commendations, began a system of common 
schools. Time has waned, and almost a new generation has. 
come upon the stage. The authors of the system, have, most of 
them gone down to the tomb, with all their hopes and wishes for 
its suecess; and their successors have come, but alas! how little 
do they find to,admire in the accomplishment of this great un- 
dertaking. The State has almost been transformed from a wil- 
derness: fields, and cities, and towns, and roads, mark her great 
physical progress; her population has doubled; her wealth has 
greatly multiplied, and what is gratifying to our pride, her char- 
acter has reached the highest places of renown. Yet this effort 
for popular education, has slumbered; and languished, and pined, 
and exists now, rather as a memento of the past, than.as a living 
system for future growth and expansion. Many ardent friends 
of education throughout the State, begin to despair of any effec- 
tive public aid, and the labors of your present session, are look- 
ed to, by a large portion of the people with no ordinary interest. 
It is a maxim with men of all parties, that virtue and infellj- 
gence among the people, are indispensable in every free govern- 
ment, to its well-being and security: and no other maxim perhaps 
can be found as often in the journals of our legislation. If it be. 
once admitted, that it is the duty of the State to establish and 
maintain at public expense, some system of education by which 
every child may attain the elementary branches of learning (and 
this eught to be taken for granted) the only remaining question 
is one of means. We have not got the means! But can we not 
raise the means! Most assuredly we can, and without oppress- 
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ing orinjuring a single individual in the State. - The people have 

all along, been in advance of us upon this subject, and in many. 

parts of the State there is a deep feeling, a burning ardor in-favor 

of it. They will in my opinion, submit to a moderate-tax for 

this purpose, most readily and cheerfully, and praise the authors 

of it. There are about one hundred and twenty-two thousand 

voters in the State: an increase of taxes so as to make an aver- 

age of one dollar to each voter, would furnish a sum greater than 
our annual appropriations for Schools. Would the people mur- | 
mur at such a tax as this? levied for the sole benefit of their chil- _ | 
dren, to elevate them morally and intellectually? To sustain ay - 
system that comes to them like the bread of life, appealing to ¥ 
their noblest nature, and addressing in behalf of their own off- 
spring; the tenderest sensibilities of humanity? A system which; 
geeks the humble shepherd boy, who watches his father’s flocks 

in the gorges of the mountain, and elevates him from his lowly 
inheritance, to higher and nobler pursuits; perhaps to thunder in 

the national Forum, or to lead his country’s armies to battle and 

to victory. 


With every other appeal (and thtre are a hundred) patriotism 
blends her soft harmonious notes; and whose ear will be deaf to 
her enchanting music? It is here, in behalf of this and every 
laudable means of promoting education, that patriotism in a 
free country, pays the offerings of her full homage; and she will 
linger, and still linger around every temple consecrated to learn- 
ing, and there find the true shrine of her devotions long after the 
cause of education shall have been scouted from the halls of Je- 
gislation. It seems to me, that no man who has the soul of a 
. Tennesseean can object for a moment, and when it is remember- 
ed by every father who educates his children at all, that all the 
appropriations made: to Common Schools, operate as a credit up- 
on his account for tuition, all sense of burden vanishes at once. 

The system, as at present organized, is inefficient, more doubt- 
less from the want of adequate means, than from its own inher- 
ent defects. Though I feel certain, that much improvement can 
be made upon the present plan, especially if adequate means are 
furnished—I wholly disagree with those, who would suspend the 
Common School fund for a season, with a view to its accumula- 
tion and with the hope of great ultimate blessings from it, when 
it shall be restored. I am unwilling to see it abstracted for a 
single day; for if it is, I shall not expect to see it return: new 
demands upon it, will multiply, as new emergencies may arise, 
until the whole fund is lost in the vortex of change and specula- 

tion, and thousands of children in the State, will thus lose the 
only inheritance they have. If I knew the fund could not now 
be increased, I would say preserve it, in its practical use: keep it 
alive, like the vestal fire upon the altar: a flame may yet be kin- 
dled from it, whose incense Heaven will approve and posterity 
will bless. er ee ee ee ed 2 

But there is no necessity in my judgment, for delay. The time 
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has come for prompt vigorous exertions upon the subject: the 
people need it, and I believe their hearts are init. Let the county 
courts of each county be required to raise by taxes from the peo- 
ple, a sum at least equal to that which shall be appropriated to 
the county each year. The sum thus ysaised could be paid into 
the hands of the county trustee, who should be regarded as the 
county superintendent, and compelled to give bond accordingly, 
There should also be a board of county examiners, appointed by 
the county courts, or by some other competent tribunal, whose 
business it should be to examine every applicant as teacher of a 
Common School. And no man should be allowed to be employ- 
ed by the district commissioners or trustees, without a certificate 
of competency from the board of examiners. This would avoid 
imposition by men of no qualification, whose tuition is worse 
than useless. In this connection, I respectfully urge the appoint- 
ment of a general superintendent for the State, with a competent 
salary. He should be a man of talents and learning, and if 
possible of commanding character—and required to traverse the 
State, and obtain and impart information connected with the 
system and education generally, and report to each secceeding 
legislature. 

Those suggestions are drawn from the plan in operation in New 
York ; the success of which is familiar to all who are conversant 
with the history of that State. The amount of the annual ap- 
propriations in that State were not-greater than ours, and like 
we, they had experimented with the exclusive use of the public 
fund, and with like effect. The present results there are highly 
propitious and furnish the most animating assurances of what 
we may accomplish by following the example. Education there 
has flourished, until I suppose, fewer children can be found in 
that great State, within the scholastic ages, who are destitute of 
learning, than in any other in the world of equal population. 

The policy of maintaining education in some form, at the pub- 
lic expense, is as old as civilization: originating in some States 
in a motive of interest, which expected more revenue, and better 
service from an enlightened people; in others, arising from a 
magnaminity, which sought the good ofthe people for their own 
sakes. Aud we are not without examples at his day, even among 
despotic governments, of a most striking character.—In Austria, 
where power finds its security in bolts and bars and dungeons, 
and not in the intelligence and virtue of the people, it is a law of 
the Empire that no person is allowed to marry who cannot read, 
write and cypher.—This rule would ill suit the genius of our 
people, but we may imagine what a powerful incentive it would 
present to that portion of our gallant young countrymen who 
have not yet attained these branches of learning. We find also, 
by the new Constitution of Republican Colombia, it is ordained 
that after 1840, no person shall enjoy the rights of citizenship 
who is unable to read and write. — These examples deserve to 


stimulate us, though we will not adopt the policy from which 
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they. arise—we can accomplish the good work, without holding 
up 5 terrors of disfranchishment, or the evils of perpetual 
celibacy. i 

The 3 for liberal exertions on this subject, in some form 
is even great in Tennessee, amid all her glory and prosperity in 
other respects—I refer you to the census table—it speaks in the 
language of mute but solemn eloquence—I will not detail its 
figures. The reference is made with no pleasure, nor in a spirit 
of reproach upon that portion of our fellow- citizens, young and. 
old, who from want of opportunity, and from poverty and mis- 
fortune, are destitute of education. Iam endeavoring to plead 
their cause, and that of posterity: and J am in deep earnest. J 
would rather participate in the honor of devising and putting on 
foot, some scheme, which would diffuse education to every fami- 
lyin the State; which would kindle up intellectual bonfires on 
the mountains and all along the vallies than to hold any office 
within the gift ofthe people. I ask (and it is without invoking 
the aid of invidious distinction between classes and conditions, 
for I would scorn it.) how does the poor man of humble lot, expect 
to elevate his children, to the level of the more favored and 
wealthy, except through the medium ef their mental improve- 
ment! There is no other way. And this is the only mode to 
ensure practical republicanism among us—and to realize those 
theories of equal rights and equal privileges which we have writ- 
ten in our constitutions. Here are the means, under which crime 
diminishes, morals improve, intellect expands, public sentiment 
ripens and strengthens, property multiplies, revenue increases, 
and the State attains true glory. Can we not then signalize this 
session by acts of beneficence, that will be felt and cherished by 
those who are to come after us: that your children and mine, 
when they shall assemble in the Halls of yonder rising Capitol, 
may find in this year’s journal, the origin of a system, which shall 
excite their gratitude and inspire a noble emulation, and to which 
they may trace perhaps the means of filling these same honor- 
able seats.—Thousands of our fellow-citizens are gone to pour 
out their blood in a distant land, and to gather laurels with which 
they will decorate the brow of this Commonwealth. Can we not 
weave some noble chaplet, to add to the adornment, and let these 
twin emblems of public honor repose side by side, to be freshen- ` 
ed by the breath of coming generations, as the evergreen that 
blooms upon the summit of the mountain, is fertilized with per- 
petual verdure, by each returning shower. tg 

J may be allowed to express my deepest regrets, at the failure 
of one great question of national policy, T mean distribution—be- 
cause it involved a rich treasure to the State of Tennessee. Had 
that fund been realized, how easily could we now establish a 
complete system of education throughout the land. How much 
also could we not do, for the cause of Interna] Improvement with- 
out drawing upon the credit ofthe State! The Chattanooga and 
Hiwassee N could be completed, and other improvements 
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in the Eastern and Western rivers accomplished. These means 
would have formed the lightning of the steam-car, to illuminate 
many adark mountain waste. and the thunder of the steam-boat, 
to awake the silence of many a solitary steam. But regrets are 
unavailing, and will not supply what is wanting. 

I therefore recommend an increase of the Common School fund, 
to at least double the present annual appropriations—and {o far 
as it cannot be done with present resources, I recommend that it 
be done by taxes. If anything can justify taxation, it is the 
education of the children of the State. 

Iregret that nothing can be done at present for the different 
colleges and academies, that are making a noble struggle in an- 
other department of learning. They deserve the regard, and if 
it were possible, the patronage of the State. All we can do, is 
to commend them to their own private efforts, and to express our 
approbation, which I do mest cordially to them all, without any 
distinction. 

In connection with the subject of Education, I suggest the 
propriety of granting a charter of Incorporation, to a society to 
be called, “The Washington Education Society af Tennessee.” 
The object of which will be to aid in the promotion of learning, 
by funds to be raised by private contribution. Such an associ- 
ation, endowed with the ordinary powers, would constitute a 
potent auxiliary to other means. The spirit of private liberality 
on this subject is at present diffused—this would enable it to em- 
body. The Society might exist in every section of the State, 
and thus derive its means, as well as impart its benefits, here 
and there over the whole surface—sustaining and aiding Insti- 
tutions of learning, and assisting individuals of both sexes, who 
are unable to educate themselves. Iam indebted to the sugges- 
tion to public spirited individuals in private life, and cannot too 
much commend its objects. It will cost nothing at least to make 
the effort, and may be, and J believe will be, the foundation of 
much good. 

The question of Internal Improvement demands also a large 
share of your consideration. I might content myself with sim- 
ply declaring my earnest wish for the success of all useful pro- 
jects of improvement, consistent with the resources of the 
State. But I beg leave to specify to some extent. The Hiwas- 
see Rail Road, already in a state of progress, and upon which 
a considerable sum has been expended, commends its claims for 
additional aid. I believe this road, when completed, will add 
greatly to the wealth and prosperity of a large and fertile region 
of country, covered by a vigorous and enterprising population. 
It will form a noble highway to market for a heavy produce, that 
is now in a great degree excluded; and there is every reason to 
believe that the stock would yield a fair dividend. The people 
of that section of the State feel a very lively interest in the com- 

‘ pletion of this work; but it is rendered evident, that it cannot be 
one wihout additional appropriations by the State. How much 
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aid is required, and how much can be granted, I leave to your 
wise deliberations. I do not hesitate to recommend this as a fit 
subject for further public expenditures. The removal of the 
obstructions in the French, Broad and Holston rivers, forms ano- 
ther subject of deep interest to a large portion of the people of 
East Tennessee. The expenditure of a few hundred thousand 
dollars, it is believed, would carry the navigation of these rivers 
tothe highest practicable points, and open up enlarged commer- 
cial facilities. 3 

The construction of a road from Knoxville through upper East 
Tennessee to some point on the Virginia line, is greatly desired, 
and I can safely say, much needed. The line of such a road 
passes through an extensive country, of fine capabilities, but un- 
fortunately, peculiarly, hemmed in by hills and mountains, and 
not penetrated, I believe, but in part by a single navigablestream. 
The only hope of much of that population to attain a market, is 
in the construction of this work. What character of road is 
most suited to that region of the State, is best known to those 
representing it. A Railroad is desired by many. Whether this 
is practicable at present, depends upon the amount of stock which 
could be taken by private individuals, and the extent to which 
the State should embark her credit, I do not hesitate to recom- 
mend at least, the granting of a charter forit, as a graded road. 
adapted to become a rail-road as time and circumstances shall 
dictate—the State taking one half of the stock. If nothing more 
can be done at presen‘, I am persuaded that even this would be 
of signal benefit to that portion of the State, and greatly alleviate 
the evils under which it labors. 

Obstructions also exist in the Tennessee river between Knox- 
ville and the Alabama line, which materially interfere with 
navigation, especially at low water. Their precise extent and 
character are better known to many of your honorable body than 
tome. It cannot be expected that appropriations to the full ex- 
tent of this demand can now be made; but if I am correctly in- 
formed, an appropriation of even ten thousand dollars would give 
material relief, and greatly enchance the navigation of thatriver, 
between those points. I respectfully recommend all that can be 
done on this subject; and I deem it of sufficient importance, not 
only to the region immediately contiguous, but in its relative 
bearing on. other sections of the union, to urge a memorial to 
Congress for appropriations from that body. Tennessee has been 
but a small beneficiary of the Federal Government, in the way 
of Internal Improvements. ‘It has received less than any other 
State of the same age, and has needed and merited more. 

These, I believe, embrace all the subjects of internal improve- 
ments now agitated in East Tennessee; and I sincerely regard 
them all as worthy of your liberal consideration, and of what- 
ever aid you may deem it safe to render. A recent survey of 
that end of the State has forcibly impressed me with the neces- 
sity of these improvements. Indeed, I know no country which 
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would be so much benefited by them. East Tennessee possesses 
great natural resources, ſertile soil, boundless mineral wealth 
and extraordinary water power, while her air is as pure as her 
own mountain springs. It is capable of the highest grade as an 
agricultural and manufacturing country. And the only draw. 
back upon all these fine resources, is in the stern ramparts with 
which nature has environed it; the want of outlets to market. 

The Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad is another project of 
high and commanding importance, to which private enterprise is 
now being vigorously directed. A glance at the map, it seems 
to me, settles its value. It addresses itself directly to Middle 
Tennessee, and a large portion of East Tennessee, and indirectly 
to the whole State. It is destined to be the great artery to con 
nect the body of the State with the Southern Atlantic—thus giv- 
ing to our staples of every description a choice of markets. | 
have no hesitation in believing that a subscription by the State 
for stock in this road, would not only be safe, but profitable.— 
The advantages otherwise to our commerce and general inter- 
course are to me incalculable; while socially and politically 
speaking, they are not less important. This road, in its presen 
and probable future extent, would tend to unite more closely 
the three divisions of the State, and to break down those distinc 
tions that now exist; an end which every Tennesseean ough 
earnestly to desire; while its influence as a medium of commu 
nication with several other States, would have a happy effec 
upon our external political relations—strengthening the bond 
of union and fellowship, by the great ties of reciprocal inter 
est. To what extent the State should embark in this great en 
terprise, is a subject for discussion and forecast, and belon 
more appropriately to you. I think though, that much can an 
ought to be done; and I will remark further, that 1 feel earnest! 
desirous for its completion. 

Much*improvement is also needed in the Western Distric 
The growing importance and constantly increasing commerce 
that end of the State, entitle it to the highest consideration. 
Much inconvenience is experienced during the winter seaso 
for the want of good roads. The roads during much of th 
season are miserable und often impassable. From the charact 
of the soil and general face of the country, the ordinary mea 
of improving these roads are unavailing, and in the absence 
stone for McAdamizing, and the great distance in many plac 
to gravel as a substitute, I have been at much loss what other a 
tainable material would be adequate. It is well worthy of i 
quiry, whether charcoal would not suffice, or at least answer 
very valuable purpose. I have endeavored to obtain some da 
on this subject, and have been informed that in some parts 
Ohio the experiment has been made with success. If the ſa 
be so, it is within your reach, and deserves consideration. 
road commencing at Savannah, or some point lower down t 
river, to connect with the Central Turnpike, and terminating 
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Memphis, would be of incalculable benefit to that section of the 
State. Also, one commencing at Jackson and terminating at the 
same point—and another commencing at some point still further 
North and converging in the same direction. These would not 
supply all that is wanting, but they would certainly cover the 
main ground. One department of expense in building roads, I 
mean grading, would, in that section of the State, be inconsid- 
erable. And I have no doubt any one, or all these enterprises, 
would meet a ready co-operation by the people. Their means 
would enable them, in many places, to do much, and their neces- 
sities, I imagine, would prompt them to vigorous exertions. All 
these projects, in whatever form they may be presented. are re- 
spectfully submitted to your consideration, with an earnest wish 
that if they cannot all be promoted, that they may receive a share 
at least of that patronage which it may be in your power to be- 
stow. 

Ihave thus briefly glanced at all the prominent species of In- 
ternal Improvement in the different parts of the State, which 
have come to my knowledge—lI believe them all practicable, 
useful, and highly desirable. And I wish I could see the means 
for their accomplishment, as readily as I can conceive their im- 
portance. I know and appreciate the difficulties which lie be- 
tween the preservation of the public faith and the construction 
of great works dependent on additional pledges of State credit. 
Ihave felt their force in all my reflections on the subject. My 
reliance for the support of these great enterprises is on the spirit 
of the people, which I think is fully awakened to their impor- 
tance. They have the ability and the patriotism to encounter 
temporary evils, for measures that must ultimately ensure their 
own interest. Education and Internal Improvement Í regard, in 
a financial view, as the ways and means, aside from the para- 
mount general benefits to be derived. 

Taxation ought never to he resorted to, except to discharge ex- 
isting obligations, and for objects which guarantee, at least cor- 
responding advantages. With these, I am never afraid to ap- 
peal to an honest, public spirited people. And what are present 
honors and public stations worth, if they are not worth even a 
sacrifice at the shrine of the public interest? For my own part, 
without claiming unusual disinterestedness, I acknowledge no 
medium between a sense of public duty, and a fear of personal 
responsibility. Without depreciating the importance of Federal 
politics, I regard these two great questions, in their effect upon 
our local well being and prosperity, present and prospective. as 
worth infinitely more than all the Federal politics on both sides. 
And we have to lament those distractions and divisions upon na- 
tional questions, which have pre-occupied the people of Tennes- 
see, to the exclusion, too much, of our own immediate interests. 
And may I exhort you, without the imputation of arrogance, to 
let us close up for once, in the breach, upon the ground that is 
common to us all. Here is a field fruitful in happiness, prosper 
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ity and glory, in which we can all labor. Here is a cause, rife 
with blessings and benefits, which, if cultivated, will outlive all 
our present divisions, and shed a radiance and a lustre upon the 
destinies of this growing commonwealth, long after we shall 
cease to participate in its strifes or mingle in the aspirations of 
the hour. 

In the Military Department I have but little additional infor- 
mation to communicate, which you did not learn from my imme- 
diate predecessor. Iam happy to inform you, that the previous 
and late calls for Volunteers upon Tennessee, are near being fill- 
ed. The 5th Regiment, now in rendezvous at Memphis, I trust 
is complete, and the 6th is nearly made up, and will be ready to 
embark by the 16th inst. for theseat of war. These brave men 
deserve great credit for enlisting in so arduous a service, upon 
an indefinite term of time, and for the promptness with which 
they ha ve responded to the call. 

I would gladly forego the indulgence of any remarks upon 
questions of Federal policy, because they are foreign to your 
deliberations; and if I trespass a little upon what I conceive to 
be a rule of propriety, my apology is to be found in usage upon 
like occasions, and which, in the estimation of many, may make 
it my duty not to be wholly silent. It is not to be disguised, that 
the war now raging between the United States and Mexico, isa 
question of deep and vital interest to every American, becanse 
its effects upon the nation and upon the people are to be univer- 
sal in a greater or Jess degree. While we all rejoice at the tri- 
umph of our arms, and participate in the glory which is won to 
the national character by the bravery of our officers and men, 
we have to regret its indefinite duration, and the heavy cost at 
which every advantage is gained. We certainly have the same 
right to pass judgment upon the policy which led to a war, and 
that with which it has been prosecuted, as we have upon the 
policy of any thing else. There is nothing magical or sacred in 
the question of war, that should seal the lips of discussion, or 
silence or terrify the spirit of comment. Iacknowledge no such 
orthodoxy in politics, or any thing else. And the spirit which 
demands a blind compliance, or an unwilling acquiescence in 
this or any other question, is itself at war with all that is sacred 
‘inthe rights of the freedom of thought and of speech. I be- 
‘lieve, and believing it, Í have dared to proclaim, that this war 
might, could and ought to have been avoided; that the rights 
and dignity of the nation could have been vindicated by a little 
more forbearance upon the questions immediately at issue; by 
time; by temperate counsels, without an appeal to the last re- 
sort of nations. F believe that this war is a national blunder, a 
great calamity, the full effects of which, upon the peace and 
happiness of the country, no human sagacity can foresee. It is 
becoming an absorbent of a nation’s blood and treasure—a cank- 
er to a nation’s repose. What! no calamity, when ten thousand 
brave men have already been sacrificed upon its altars, and the 
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god ihat presides over it is still unappeased? No calamity, 
when the list of its expenditures has swelled to near or quite a 
hundred millions! and the endis not yet. Peace, like the trea- 
sures of the rainbow, still recedes and eludes our anxious grasp. 
I am aware that these sentiments, in the estimation of some, im- 
ply a want of patriotism, a sort of new-fangled treason; and 
such charges have been preferred, but oftener insinuated, by 
sources hot wanting in respectability. Be it so. With all due 
respect to those who differ with, me, such charges deserve to be 
loathed, detested and defied. They are unworthy-~of the spirit 
of republicanism—indeed they have no affinity with that noble 
creed. The spirit which prompts them, is one of rank intoler- 
ance, and grossly despotic: and in other ages, and under other 
circumstances, would have proscribed Martin Luther as a here- 
tic, and sent Hampden to the scaffold. ] arraign the patriotism 
of no man. It is a maxim with me, that all men love their 
country, and desire its prosperity and its glory, whatever their 
political views may be—self-interest is generally an adequate 
motive, even when true integrity fails. And to those who differ 
with me, I freely accord the existence of the same high and no- 
ble motives. And I may askhere, what could have been accom- 
plished by the United States in her commerce and trade, in the 
arts, and in every element of happiness amd prosperity, by the 
use of the vast sums which have and will yet be expended? It 
would have raised the smile of joyous life, the bustle of business, 
and the hum of civilization, in many a region where nature still 
reigns in all her darkness and solitude. Does this view form no 
subject of regret? Is there no loss in this, to say nothing of-the 
loss of that invaluable. living, human capital, which cannot be 
restored? The sober sense of the country will settle all these 
questions. ; 

But while I have no concurrence with those whose policy I 
conceive led to, and precipitated the country into this war; I feel 
as little concurrence and sympathy with others, who are opposed 
to the prosecution of the war. That I believe to be a false po- 
sition, in any and every view of the national rights, and national 
dignity and authority. The nation is committed to the war, by 
its constitutional authorities—and the voice of the nation is im- 
perative upon the people. I feel and appreciate the obligation 
in its fullest extent. The nation desires peace, but peace can 
be attained now only through war. And whatever might have 
been done in the earlier stages of it, by withdrawing the army 
and establishing a line of posts, according to the advice of great 
and good men, I fear that, time has past. This policy now, I fear, 
would only heighten the exasperation of the Mexican people, 
and make the consequences still more disastrous, by rendering 
the attainment of any permanent peace indefinite. In my judg- 
ment, the motto, “to conquer peace,” is now made indispensable; 
there is no other alternative. Then het the nation’s power be 
summoned to a mighty effort, and let it break upon that devoted 
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country. peal after peal, in one unceasing note of thunder! Let 
the public right arm be made bare, and the sword remain un- 
sheathed until peace is extorted. The public interest requires 
this—commerce, both domestic and foreign, demands it—our 
currency, which must be affected by such a powerful continuing 
cause, claims it. Quiet and repose, business and thrift, of every 
description, now begin to make their loud appeal. I am satisfied 
that economy, both of blood and treasure, dictates this policy. 
And it is to be regretted, and with me the regret has been coeval 
with the war itself, that a large force was not called into prompt 
requisition at the beginning. Peace would have crowned the 
effort, as I verily believe, long since. Had the volonteer force, 
of 50,000 men, been called into service immediately upon their 
grant by Congress, the moral effect at that juncture might have 
induced peace. And what could not such a force, added to the 
regular army, have done, in the posture of affairs then in Mexi- 
co? The whole country could have been overrun long since, 
and peace extorted, and at less than half the present loss of life 
and treasure. Our army, though equal to Roman legions, has 
been too small to follow up its victories, as has been proven at 
every stage of the war. As to the questions that lie behind the 
attainment of peace, they are to my mind full of difficulty— 
speculation alone can now reach them. I trust that all ground 
af apprehension may disappear under the influence of wise and 
harmonious counsels. 

These views are submitted with the profoundest respect to- 
wards that portion of you, who, I know, differ with me. And 
having presented, as well as I have been able, all that I have 
deemed important, I close this communication with the tender of 
my best wishes for the success of your labors, and your personal 
‘and individual- well-being; hoping that the result of the session 
may meet the approbation of your constituents, aud the smile 
and approval of an all-wise Providence. .

With this view, I 
have forwarded the bills referred to to New Orleans, with in- 
structions to our agent to have a sufficient amount discounted to 
provide the necessary fund. I expect to learn from him the pros-- 
pects of providing the fund in this way, in time to resort fo ano- 
ther mode of raising the fund if it shall be found that the bills 
cannot be discounted at fair rates. If the proposed arrangement 
succeeds, it would be attended with very little if any loss to the 
bank; the state of the exchanges between New Orleans and 
New York, at this time, being in favor of the former city. It 
will have the effect, however, of preventing the bank, for some- 
time, from extending as much accommodation, in the way of dis- 
counts, as she could otherwise do. I may remark, further, in 
answer to your resolution, that besides the bills of exchange 
held by the bank, she holds also a sufficient amount of State 
bonds, which could be made available, but not with as little loss 
or with as much promptness. :

The joint select committee of the two Houses of the Gereral 
Assembly, to whom was referred the proposal of Mr. Whitney, 
of New York, to construct a railroad to connect the Pacific and 
Atlantic Oceans, beg leave respectfully to report, that if the 
Government of the United States desire permanently to attach 
the territory beyond the Rocky Mountains to this Union, the 
committee are of opinion that if cannot. be done, but by means 
of the rail road proposed. The distance from Washington City 
to Oregon City on the route of travel is 3,243 miles, making a 
journey of 108 days at 30 miles a day, so that a member of Con- 
gress from that region must start three months and ten days be- 
fore the meeting of that body, to be present at its opening. By 
a rail road the same distance would be passed in 44 or 5 days. 
This simple fact demonstrates the impracticability of maintain- 
ing a political union of that country with this, except by avail- 
ing ourselves of the modern improvements by which time and 
space are annihilated. The committee are of opinion that no 
plan but that proposed by Mr. Whitney offers the slightest pros- 
pect of attaining this end; and they do therefore most heartily 
recommend the plan to the favor of thé General Assembly, and 
the adoption of the preamble and resolutions herewith submit- 
ted, to wit: : ! 

Whereas: The construction of a rail road across the continent 
of North America would make the United States the great high-

The joint select committee, to whom was referred; among other 
items in the last biennial report of the Comptroller of the Trea- 
aury, the item of $1,406 62, and the item of $1,545 82, judg- 
ments agaiust Thomas C. Porter, sheriff of Giles county, and his 
securities, for the revenue of the State for the year 1833, have 
instructed me to report that they have had the same under con- 
sideration; that they find the item of $1,545 82to be the amount 
of a judgment obtained, by motion, in the circuit court of David- 
sbn county, in the name of William Carroll, Gov’r, &c., against 
Thomas C. Porter, sheriff, &c., and his securities, for the revenue 
of 1833; they find that this judgment was reported by Thomas 
Crutcher, former Treasurer, in his report and settlement in 1835, 
as an outstanding claim uncollected, and have not been able to 
find any where, that the same, or any portion of it, has ever came 
Into the treasury; and that the Comptroller was clearly justifiable 
in coming to the conclusion that this claim was outstanding and 
unsettled. From the record of said judgment from the circuit 
court, they find a fi. fa. was issued to Giles county, 16th January, 
1886, which was never returned. The committee have been put 
in possession of said fi. fa., upon which is the receipt of Thomas 
Crutcher, bearing date 25th Aug't, 1835, for the sum of 8757 50, 
and with an endorsement in the handwriting of said Crutcher— 
the county is entitled to one-half, &c.; whieh fi. fa., is herewith 
reported as an accompanying document. 

The committee, in further examining said items, found on the 
books of said Crutcher, now in the hands of „ that Said 
item is credited in full, which they think conclusive record evi- 
dence of the payment of said item; but here again report. that 
this evidence was not, as they have every reason to believe, be- 
fore or known to the Comptroller of the Treasury, until since the 
meeting of the Legislature, when it was brought to his notice, 
and that of the committee, by the securities of said Porter. 

The committee have also had the item of 91,406 52 under con- 
sideration; also a judgment against Thos.

Resolved, That, inasmuch as another portion of the capital of 
said Bank, consisting of six hundred and seventy-six thousand six 
hundred and four dollars, being one half of the surplus revenue 
of the United States, deposited in the Treasury of this State, by 
an act of Congress, passed on the 23d of June, 1836, entitled “An 
act to regulate the deposites of the public money”—is devoted 
by the constitution of the State to the use of internal improve- 
ments; and the Bank does not make exceeding six per cent. there- 
on; and the same is exposed to great risk of loss in banking upon 
it; and if invested in internal improvements, it might be made to 
yield as much interest as by banking upon it; and if thus invested 
would be secure from loss; and would tend to draw out the re- 
sources of the State, and stimulate the people to engage in man- 
ufactures, and to increased activity in all their pursuits: There- 
fore, banking operations on that part of the capital of the Bank 
ought to be discontinued, and the same devoted, as the Constitu- 
tion directs to the purposes of internal improvements, and not ap- 
plied to any other purpose.

In conformity to two acts of the General Assembly passed 
at the present session, providing for the appointment of a director 
in the counties of Cannon and Robertson respectively, for the 
bank of Tennessee, I hereby nominate Archibald Stone, of the 
county of Cannon, and Albert G. Green, of the county of Robert- 
son as such directors; all of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. Haynes submitted the following: 

The select committee to whom was referred a bill, No. 76, 
proposing to establish and set apart a sinking fund for the gradual 
reduction and liquidation of the debt of the State of Tennessee; 
have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me 
‘to report their concurrence in the opinion, that such a fund ought 
to be established and set apart by the present Legislature for 
that purpose. 

It appears from the report of the Comptroller of the Treasury, 
to the general assembly at its present session, that the total out- 
standing liabilities ofthe State, bearing interest, amount to the 
sum of 3,337,856 66 for the redemption of $125,000 ofthe same, 
the means have already been provided by the present legislature; 
by which the public debt has been reduced to $3,202 856 66. 
This debt is made up of the following items to wit: 

1. Of $375,000 of State bonds issued and sold and the proceeds 
invested in stock of the Union Bank, bearing an interest of 5 per 
cent. payable semi-annually; which the Union Bank continues 
to discharge. 

2. Of $1,000,000 of State bonds sold and the proceeds invested 

in the capital of the Bank of Tennessee, bearing an interest of 
6 per cent 3 by the Bank of Tennessee. 

3. Of the sum of $3,937,856 66 of State bonds issued to 
Internal Improvement Companies—($213,416 66, bearing an 
interest of 5} per cent also payable semi-annually by the Bank 
of Tennessee,) on the entire public debt of the State, (83, 202,856 
66,) then accrues an annual aggregate interest of $173,788 24, 
as already shown the payment of the interest is provided for, 
by existing laws. It now remains for the general assembly to 
provide the means, in the form of the sinking fund proposed, for 
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the redemption of the principal. Aside from all others, this 
poliey is recommended by the highest considerations of economy. 

Already has the State, in the period of nine years, paid on her 
public debt in the form of interest the sum of $1,051,012 00 and 
should the bonds continue to run to maturity, without the pro- 
vision of any means for their redemption; which will cover an 
average period of 20 years, the future interest accruing upon 
them, will amount to the additional sum of $3,418,164 80, a sum 
far exceeding the principal. If this · State of things be permitted 
to continue, it must constitute a heavy drain upon our industry 
and resources, in the transfer of a sum so large in the form of 
interest, to the pockets of capitalists, living beyond the-borders of 
the State. Therefore it is believed that the sooner she provides 
the ways and means to redeem the principal, and thereby save 


to herself, almost an equal sum in the form of interest, the better. 


because, if the bonds be permitted to run to maturity, the State 
will have expended the sum of 84, 500, 000 in the form of interest, 
and yet owe the original debt; to pay which, may involve the 
necessity of high and onerous taxation. Hence the committee 
believe, that the establishment of a sinking fund; such as is 
consistent with the finances of the State and an enlightened 
regard to the demands, of other branches of the public service, 
ought to be made by the present Legislature, and applied annual- 
ly to the gradual extinguishment of the public debt. í 
2. This policy is not only recommended by weighty considera- 
tions of public economy, but demanded by a patriotic concern 
for the preservation of the faith and credit of the State. Influ- 
enced by this view of the subject, Governor Polk in his message 
to the General Assembly, strenuously urged upon that body to 
provide, at the session of 1841, a Sinking Fund, for the redemp- 
tion of the State debt. That legislature failed to carry into 
effect his recommendation. p 
His successor, Gov. Jones, also urged with much zeal on the 
General Assembly of 1843, the propriety and necessity of mak- 
ing some provision for the redemption of the public debt; his 
recommendations, however, like those of his predecessor, were 
disregarded. 8 
Gov. A. V. Brown again, at the session of 1845-6, brought to 
the notice of that legislature the propriety of setting apart a 
sinking fund ‘of thirty-five or forty thousand dollars, to be ap- 
plied to the redemption of the bonds of the State, and impressed 
the opinion that it could be so managed as to take them all up by 
the time the last of them, might fall due. These Executive re- 
commendations were particularly pressed with a view. to the

To the action of the Senate in the passage of the first, and re- 
jection of the second resolution [hereby protest; bécause in the 
formation of this, our most admirable system of government, it 
is formed with limited powers; that all power not expressly 
given to the General Government, is reserved.to the. States and 

the people respectively; that by our constitution. all legislative 
power is vested in the Legislature, composed of the Senate and 
House of Representatives; that it is no where made a part of 
the duty, or a part of the business of legislation to make a Pres- 
ident, or to nominate a candidate for the Presidency. And 
“whilst I freely admit the right of the members of the Legislature, 
as one hundred of the freemen of the State, to nominate any 
man they may think. proper; yet in their capacity of representa- 
tives, I deny that it is a part of their business, or that they were 
selectéd by the people with any regard to the-qualification for se- 
lecting for them a candidate for the Presidency; but that the 
same belongs properly, where the second resolution proposed to 
leave it, to a free and enlightened people. And that therefore 
he first resolution in assuming that the people by their repre- 
. sentatives, &c., assumes what, from the very organization of our 
government, is false in principle—is false in fact; and against 


t 
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such assumption I, one of thé representatives of the people, 
do here ‘solemnly protest. Because, in taking from the people 
and fransversing to the Legislature the nomination of a candid- 
ate for the Presidency, you bring the ‘claims of candidates for 
the Presidency under that System of bargainitig, log-rolling, in- 
triguing and management, Which will be long remembered in 
the history of the Tennessee Legislature. ; 

Because I sincerely believe, that in 1848, General Taylor has 
been nominated to tle Presidency, by a Legislative caucus, in 
my opinion the worst of all caucuses, as was Judge White in 
1836; not so much froma desire to make him President, not so 
muchas I awfully fear for the purpose of good tothe country, as 
to answer the ends of political aspirants, and to avoid an open and 
fair issue before the country upon principle. 

Because I sincerely believe, that on the part of some at least, 

it is a trick to appropriate the deserved popularity of Old Rough 

and Ready, earned in the tented field, in defence of the rights, 

the honor, and integrity of his vountry, whilst they are defend- 

ing the positions of Mr. Clay in his Lexington speech, which po- 
sitions, if true, must forever deprive: the old hero of his well 

earned Jaurels; upon which his popularity, as I believe, must and 
will forever firmly rest. 

Because great ahd important -questions to this whole Union, 
and particularly to the South and South-West; have lately grisen 
that most imperiously demand a firm and united effort on our 
part. Whilst time and experience have only confirmed my con- 
fidence in the correctness of the Democratic principles upon all 
old issues, and whilst it must be admitted that ‘the opinions ‘of 
Gen. Taylor upon these questions are at least hut problematical, 
and that whilst I will ever maintain the right of the people to 
know the opinions of any man who aspires to office—for give 
up this principle and you concede away the right of the people 
to govern themselves. Yet of such vital importance do I con- 
sider the new issues that have been, and are now being made in 
this Union: Of such vital importance do I consider it-to the 
South atid South-west, that we should in one united pha- 
lanx, resist the studied encroachments upon our ' rights and our 
interests, and I might add our very existence. And so great 
is my confidence in General Taylor.as-a man, so great is my re- 
gard far the hero, and so great is my veneration for the patriot, 
that as one of the freemen of this Union, whenever I ani satis- 
fied that he is with us upon these new questions, which Isineerely 
hope is the case, I am willing; and will support him for the high 

-and exalted station of the Presideney of these United States, 
without further information of his opinions on eld questions, if 
he has any thing like a fair chance for election. But if he 
should be against us upon these new questions, I will not support 

-him or any other man who is opposed to us upon those questions 
although every other man in the Union might. 

But whilst I say this much; yet, for the reasons above, and be- 
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cause I believe the action of the Senate to be premature: Be- 
cause I am opposed, at this very important crisis, to throw away | 
the vote of this or any other Southern State on any man even 
Gen. Taylor himself —as Tennessee was in 1836, induced by de- 
signing political aspirants to do on Judge White: and because I 
am utterly opposed to running Gen. Taylor for any other purpose 
than in good faith to make him President of the United States.

at the North: The committee beg leave to state that they have 
had the same under consideration, and report as follows: That 

on examination they find that the Bank of Philadelphia has been 
the agent of the Bank of the State of Tennessee for the pay- 
ment of the interest accruing on the Tennessee internal improve- 
ment bonds, since 1839, and see no evidence of a disposition on 
the part of said agent to discontinue the agency. In the spring 
of 1847, Mr. Nicholson, the then President of the Bank of Ten- 
nessee, renewed -the arrangement with the Bank of Philadel- 
phia, viz: to deposite in indefinite sums from time to time an 
amount presumed to be sufficient to meet the interest on said 
bonds, as it might fall due, and be presents for payment: It 
being further agreed, that a current account, rendered-Ist June 
and January, should be kept up between the two Banks, ‘and that 
if, at any time, the deposites of the Bank of Tennessee in the 
Bank of Philadelphia should fall short of the demands for inter- 
est on her bonds, then, and in that case, the Bank of Philadel- 
phia agreed to advance the amount of the deficiency until she 
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was again placed in funds. This agreement was entered into, 
as the bonds were held by various individuals and were presented 
at different times. And forthe purpose of securing the Bank 
of Philadelphia against any possible looss on any advance. she 
might make, twenty-one State bonds, belonging to the Bank of 
Tennessee, of one thousand dollars each, were left in her hands 
as collateral security, which might be soldin market; provided 
said agreement was not reimbursed in a reasonable time. 
Tour committee further find, on examination, that the sum of 
$57,800, remained in the Bank of Philadelphia to the credit of 
the Bank of Tennessee on the Ist April, 1847, after the interest 
account was Settled, And that, on the Ist August, 1847, thé time- 
when the current account is rendered, there was still remaining 
to the credit of the Bank of Tennessee 918,036, after honoring 
all the claims which had been presented, whether for interest or 
otherwise; and since that time the amount has been increased 
to $32,810; $9,000 of which was forwarded on the 21st Decem- 
ber last, and $5,000 on the 3d January, instant; and your com- 
mittee are assured that $17,000 more were forwarded by yester- 
day’s mail. After a full examination your committee are pre- 
pared to state that there is no just cause for alarm; that the 
means provided by the Bank of Tennessee are ample under the 
arrangement; and that the fault lies with their agent in not ful- 
filling her engagement. JNO. MUIRHEAD, Ch’man,

The committee report however, that they are opposed to.the 
“Wilmot proviso” in every shape and form—that its introduction 
into the Congress of the United States by one of the friends of the 
Administration was illiberal and unjust. f ; 

The committee believe that the Congress should not impose 
such a restriction upon the people of the south—that it is impol- 
itic and contrary to the spirit and intention of the constitution; 
and would be inoperative in any State upon which it might be 
imposed, provided the State was well adapted to slave labor. 

The committee believe that ifs adoption would weaken the 
cords of our Union—destroy much of the good feeling which 
exists, and which onght to continue to exist, between the people 
of the north and of the south—that it would produce great civil 
discord, and might in the end produce the separation of a portion 
of the confederacy, a result to be feared, and one which every 
good man and patriot would greatly deplore. The committee 
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have no evidence to believe, nor do they believe that there is any 
difference of opinion in Tennessee upon the “Wilmot proviso”— 
-all condemn it unqualifiedly, as far as they are informed. 
With these views, and a desire that the Senators of Tennes- 
see and the representatives of her people in the national Le- 
gislature will oppose its adoption at all times and upon all occa- 
sions (as we believe they will) the committee ask that this their 
report may be received, and that the following resolutions may 
be adopted in lieu of those offered to the committee.

Mr. Dean submitted the following: The committee on claims, 
to whom was referred the petition of John Catron, praying to 
be refunded to him the amount of certain costs and expenses in 
prosecuting an action of ejectment for a certain tract of land in 
which the State was interested, in Tipton county circuit court, - 
have had the same under consideration, and have directed me to 
report: That among the lands which were transferred to the 
State by the late bank of Nashville, in payment of the State’s 
demand against the bank, was one of 1078 acres in Shelby and 
Tipton counties, the line between the counties dividing the tract. 

his land had been contracted to be conveyed to the bank by 
Samuel B. Marshall, one of its debtors; that Marshall held it by 
conveyance or contract under the heirs of the late Mrs. John Chil- 
dress, who had conveyed it to John Catron, the petitioner, in trust 
for them; that at the time of these transactions, there were 
tenants on the land, holding under the heirs of John Gray and 
Thomas Blount; and the action of ejectment above mentioned 
was commenced by John Catron,in whom the legal title was and 
yet is, against said tenants, and has been prosecuted to judg- 
ment; and possession under this judgment can now be given 
to the agent of the State, Mr. James A. N. Murray, as soon as 
the costs and expenses of the suit are repaid to Judge Catron, 
who is willing to take compensation either in money or in part of 
the land referred to. The committe further report, that the costs 
and expenses of the suit seem to have been the sum of three hun- 
dred and eighty-five dollars and seventy-six cents; for every, 
item of which Mr. Catron has produced the -receipts of the offi- 
cers or lawyers who rendered the servicés; which receipts are 
filed with this report. The committee further report, that Mr. 
Catron has also paid the taxes, as he alleges, since 1837, on 500 
acres of the land conveyed by Marshall to the bank, and by the 
bank to the State; and that, if he has done so,-he ought to have 
the same refunded to him. The committee therefore recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution, No. 188:

To pro- 

vide then against all contingencies seems to me, to be dictated | 

by good faith, and by economy itself. The course is due to the 

character of the bonds that have been and will be issued and to 

the’vigorous prosecution of the two great enterprises to which ` ` 

the faith of the State has been pledged at the present session, | 

that no ground may exist for even a suspicion. Toinsure all 

that is desirable will, in my judgment, require but little beyond 

a certain and full valuation of taxable property; a burden which 

can oppress no one, but the benefits of which may, in the end be 

of the highest importance.
